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NOTES FROM THE 


CATTLE 
IN NORTHERN 


Kindled by a strong export market, 
the fires of enthusiasm are burning 
brightly for the improvement of the beef 
cattle industry in Mexico. 

Recently, Chihuahua City, the bustling 
capital of the State of Chihuahua in 
North Central Mexico, welcomed hun- 
dreds of stockmen who attended its first 
livestock exposition held during the 
Mexican national cattlemen’s convention. 
Centered in the heart of the country’s 
best cattle ranges, it was a progressive 
step for the state, for the convention 
brought representatives from all of Mex- 
ico’s 29 states. And the exposition dis- 
played the best of the livestock being 
produced. 

The Angus breed came in for its share 
of the limelight. Both Mexican and 
American herds of Angus were exhibited 
at the show. While very few “South-of- 
the-Border” cattlemen keep up the regis- 
tration papers on their cattle, they do 
produce some high quality beef animals. 
There’s mounting interest in Angus in 
Mexico with a growing number of 
ranches making the switch to the Blacks. 

SHOW ANGUS BULLS 

Three strings of registered Angus 
bulls were in the show, a total of 13 
head. They came from the Texas herds 
of Essar Ranch, San Antonio, Lloyd 
Gambrell, Ralls, and Joe Lemley, San 
Angelo. On hand was Milton E. Miller

of Brady, Texas, field representative for 
the American Angus Association. 

Among those helping to set up the 
show next to the city’s university was 
Urbano Zea, Jr., who ranches at Santa 
Clara, 60 miles northwest of the capital. 
“We want to show that we do have some 
very good beef cattle in Mexico,” said 
Mr. Zea. He runs a herd of Angus on his 
ranch and also raises horses. 

American interest in the Mexican beef 
cattle situation is the source of feeder 
cattle and the market for registered 
bulls. Except for the one Angus bull 
which was presented to the governor in 
honor of his interest in the industry 
with the provision of the new show as an 
exhibition place for American breeding 
stock, all of the remaining 12 bulls were 
sold locally. 

DEMAND IS AMAZING 


Ranchers in the Northern part of Mex- 
ico, who are shipping feeders into the 
United States are awakening to the de- 
mands of the trade. They find animals 
with Brahman blood bringing discounts 
of five cents or more per pound. Prices 
for the best quality feeder calves of the 
English breeds weighed off the cars at 
Ciudad Juarez, across the river from El 
Paso, Texas, have reached 37 and 38 
cents per pound. 

According to Lynch Gratton, another 
Chihuahua cattleman, customs and mis-

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cellaneous costs amount to approximate- 
ly six cents a pound for the sellers. 
“Right now the demand is amazing,” he 
reported.

First, on the program, came a panel 
discussion on commercial cow herd man- 
agement in the Carolinas. Members of 
the panel were Edmond A. Tuck and 
Jule Boyd from North Carolina and 
Dunbar Oswald and T. H. Copeland from 
South Carolina. All are experienced cat- 
tlemen in their area. Panel moderator 
was William Martin, Spartanburg, South 
Carolina, county agent. 

Bill Hilton, packer-buyer from Balti- 
more, Maryland, told the group the main 
points they should look for in buying 
feeder calves in the Carolinas. 

After a beef barbecue lunch, served by 
a local county group, Charles Coding, a 
commercial rancher, spoke on “Commer- 
cial Cow Management”. He outlined the 
day to day routine in his cow herd, the 
methods he uses in preparing his cattle 
for market and touched on the subject 
of performance testing for which he is 
well known.

Bruce R. Taylor: If we become com- 
placent and satisfied with what we have, 
complacency can well be the worst enemy 
to progress we have. I think we should 
be enthusiastic about the herd bulls we 
have and the young bulls we have for 
sale. If they are not the kind we can be- 
come enthusiastic about, then maybe we 
don’t have the right kind, That suggests 
that selection is an important part of 
this business. To discuss that I would 
like to call on Lee Leachman from An- 
kony Farms, Rhinebeck, New York. 

Lee Leachman: To me, the range peo- 
ple and the purebred cattle people should 
all be interested in exactly the same kind 
of bull. I think that today we are closer 
to that end than we’ve ever been before. 

Since this is true then the object is to 
find a herd sire that will improve your 
herd whether it is a commercial herd 
or a purebred herd. I suppose that I 
should say, go out and buy a bull that is 
typy, short legged, compact, but that is 
not really what we’re interested in. We’re 
interested in getting a bull that looks 
like his sire. He must be correct in his 
lines, he must have the size and strength 
to go into all kinds of herds and improve 
them. The size of bone is very necessary 
to maintain the strength throughout our 
herds and to maintain the size. We have 
many parts to this country and if we 
didn’t have enough ruggedness the cattle 
would seem to deplete in size and ca- 
pacity. 

These bulls must have a lot of 
muscling over their forearms and they 
must have correct hind legs, I think a 
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very important thing we have overlooked 
in herd bull selection is the size of the 
foot. Some of our Angus bulls have feet 
that are too fine and they can’t get out 
over the range country and reproduce 
the kind that they should. 

In selecting a herd bull a breeder must 
know the weaknesses of his cow herd. 
Actually all bulls that are correct in the 
type that you like may not be dominate 
for the characters that he seems to have, 
so it is very necessary that you study the 
background of those bulls and see where 
they are dominant. I believe that the 
most important things in a pedigree are 
the first three generations, because there 
is where the strength lies. Naturally, we 
would like to see the bull that we select 
be by a good sire, but I insist that the 
mother is very important and I think it 
is very important that you see the moth- 
er of the bull that you are going to 
select. Also see the bull prospect on 
different occasions because one day he 
may look good to you and the next day 
he may not look so good. 

There are a couple of don’ts that I 
think you should remember in selecting 
a bull. I do not prefer any kind of ex- 
tremes: such as too rugged, too short 
legged, too short bodied, or too short in 
the head. I think that you should stick 
to the ones that are down the middle-of- 
the-road. I think another thing in herd 
bull selection, which is very important, 
is don’t wait until you really need a bull. 
You should buy the bull when you find 
the one that will help you. 

Question: Does the outcross blood in 
your herd come through the bulls or the 
females? 

Leachman: It comes from both. 

Question: At what age do you like to 
select your bull prospects? 

Leachman: To me it doesn’t make any 
difference what age. I think if you see 
a calf, that suits your qualifications, you

should consider buying him. If you see 
a bull that’s a proven sire and you know 
he has the characteristics that will help 
your herd you should be interested in 
buying him. 

Taylor: I would like to ask Daie Bly 
of Harrington, Washington, if those gen- 
eral requirements of the herd bull, that 
Lee Leachman discussed, will fit his 
area? 

Dale Bly: | agree with Lee, but one of 
the things that is challenging to us in 
Washington is that we’re selling a lot 
of cattle to our competition. We've got 
a terrific opportunity ahead of us ag a 
breed to make inroads in other breeds of 
cattle. My demand has been about 33 
to 50 per cent of my sales go into other 
breeds. If we as herd bull breeders do 
not take care in the quality and kind, 
particularly breeding those first calf 
heifers, and if we don’t try to select a 
little bit to get that ease of calving car- 
ried through for these other breeders 
we’re going to lose the ground we've 
gained. It has been my experience that 
once we get those people in our business 
they stay. 

They are all trying to get terrific bone, 
terrific size, and I think this hag been 
over-emphasized, I agree with the mid- 
dle-of-the-road policy, but we’ve got to 
be careful. We certainly want bone and 
size, but we don’t want to go overboard 
and get into other difficulties. 

Taylor: I now ask Bill Verdugo of 
Fresno State College to answer the 
question: Can size and substance be over- 
done? 

William Verdugo: Too much size, just 
like lack of size, can be a problem. You 
get into coarseness and plainess and lack 
of maturity and it takes two or three 
years to get the maturity you want. So 
I would say you should hit along the

Who Sells “Angus Beef’ 
To The Housewife? 


The greatest promotional program of all 
time, as regards the Aberdeen-Angus breed, 
will be that program designed to tell the 
American housewife of the merits of feeding 
her family "ANGUS BEEF" so she will demand 
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"ANGUS BEEF" when she shops at her neighbor- 
hood market. 


Up to this point the promotional advertis- 
ing programs supported by the individual 
breeders, as well as the American Angus Asso- 
ciation, have been aimed at creating a demand 
for Aberdeen-Angus breeding stock at the PRO- 
DUCER level. This publicity has been geared 
to tell livestock producers of the merits of 
raising registered Aberdeen-Angus; of using 
registered Aberdeen-Angus bulls for cross- 
breeding programs, or to induce producers to 
establish more herds of commercial Angus in 
order to create a greater demand for our regis- 
tered bulls. But, little has been done to ex- 
pand the outlet for Aberdeen-Angus beef at the 
CONSUMER level. 


When the American housewife starts to de- 
mand "ANGUS BEEF" it will create the greatest 
demand for registered Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
our breed has ever known, and the gate is wide 
open for a Simple program that can accomplish 
this very goal. 


We have long preached, mainly among our- 
selves, on the superiority of "ANGUS BEEF" and 
it seems high time we do something about in- 
forming the housewife what kind of beef she is 
preparing for the family meal.

Comes the time of the year when 
the tack boxes are being readied and 
show halters cleaned. Fair time is on 
us again.

Every visitor to the barn is asked: 
“What do you think? Are they far 
enough along?” 
The time of year 
when the bull 
that looked like 
a world-beater 
two months ago 
couldn’t win his 
class in a 2-herd 
county fair 
show; the Jes- 
tress heifer that 
barely made the 
show barn final- 
ly starts coming 
like a Kansas tornado. 


Of late breeding shows have come 
in for considerable soul-searching. 
There is one major thing wrong with 
them: the premiums, other than in a 
few steer shows and the Futurity, are 
an insult to our 1958 economy. 


Nor do we think that our breeding 
cattle shows will die due to classifica- 
tion. The show ring is just another 
form of classification — 200 years, or 
more, old. Instead of one classifier 
there are several hundred — the judge 
and the cattlemen around the ringside. 
Those ringsiders aren’t too easily 
fooled. We have yet to see a herd 
that was hurt by bringing good cattle 
into fast competition and still not 
being able to snatch a blue or a cham- 
pionship. If the cattle are good enough 
the ringside classifiers will grade them 
up. 

We can’t recall anytime, traveling 
the country over, when farmsteads 
have looked better than they do this 
year of grace, 1958. The reason can 
be laid almost entirely to the wide- 
spread use of that noisy, gaseous con- 
traption known as a power mower. 


Instead of just keeping the front 
yard trimmed the use of these whirly- 
birds has extended to the roadside 
and around the barns. The best part 
of it is they are fun to use. Even 
Junior can be persuaded, at times, to 
get his head out of a comic book to 
take his turn. 
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The time was, a decade ago, when 
southern Angus calves were dis- 
criminated against by northern feed- 
ers. For one thing an Angus bull is a 
great “cover-upper” and used on mon- 
grel cows can produce a fair kind of 
black calf. But the quality was not 
what it should be. This is not true 
today. Continued use of good pure- 
bred bulls, plus continuous cow cull- 
ing, has brought southern Angus 
feeder calves to a high level of qual- 
ity. They have done well in the corn 
belt. This summer Angus _ feeder 
calves from mid-south have moved to 
northern feedlots at prices of 31 to 36 
cents a pound. To repeat customers. 


Good Mississippi, Louisiana and 
Arkansas Angus feeder calves today 
can sell right up with any of them. 
By emphasizing quality they don’t 
have to take a back seat to Black 
calves from Nebraska or the Dakotas. 
And the time may not be too far away 
when Angus from the cotton country 
will top a major carlot show. 


With today’s emphasis on red meat 
how long will it be before some mar- 
ket steer show comes up with a carlot 
carcass championship class? 


The novice in Angus breeding is 
often baffled by results which refuse 
to follow the pattern in the book. Part 
of the trouble is that we use the 
wrong term to start with. Instead of 
being the “science of animal breed- 
ing” it may quite often be the “art of 
animal breeding.” 


True, we act on the scientific knowl- 
edge available, and which is increas- 
ing from year to year. But in no 
business does the human element play 
a bigger part. A love of cattle, and 
knowing the cattle personally, is all- 
important in the results obtained. 


In the steel business formula XB 
1321, carried out to the letter, will 
produce the same grade of steel 100 
times out of 100. Not so in cattle 
breeding. For one thing it is the way 
the ball bounces in the uniting of the 
genes and chromosomes that go to 
make up tomorrow’s International 
grand champion—or tomorrow’s so-so 
steer. There are almost unlimited 
possibilities of combination. The 
theory of mating the best to the best 
gives good results often enough to 
make it usable. But it is not foolproof.

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“If we could only buy beef like that” was voiced 
by several attending this unique meeting held at 
the Waldorf-Astoria, Park Avenue, New York City.

An Angus meeting unique in the his- 
tory of the breed was held Friday, June 
20, in New York City. On Park Avenue, 
to be exact. To begin with the setting 
was a bit different—the butcher shop of 
the famous Waldorf-Astoria, later in one 
of the private dining rooms of the Wal- 
dorf. The selected group assembled 
represented a combination of Angus 
breeders, packer representatives, and the 
major users of prime Angus beef—buy- 
ers for top hotel and restaurant dining 
rooms. 

Also a bit different was the purpose 
of the meeting: to show that prime An- 
gus beef can be produced without a 


wasteful two or three inches of outside 


fat (with its accompanying inside fat 
which also must be trimmed away) and 
that superb marbling and a large mus- 
cle eye of red meat is not dependent on 
feeding. In other words that a lot of red 
meat and good marbling are bred-in 
factors, not fed on characteristics. 

The whole thing started with an in- 
nocent little item in the “Angus Trails” 
section of the Journal some months ago 
dealing with more red meat in our cat- 
tle and the possibility of researchers 
finding a way to detect these superior 
cattle on the hoof, To Erwin Baeren- 
faenger of Old Chatham, New York, a 
butcher and meat man for 49 years and 
an Angus breeder for a lesser numbe'

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of years the idea struck fire. Discussing 


it with Professors John I, Miller and 
Myron Lacy of the animal husbandry 
staff of Cornell University the sug- 
gestion was made by the college men 
that Mr. Baerenfaenger give a talk and 
carcass demonstration at the annual Beef 
Cattle Short Course. This talk was 
presented in the June JOURNAL, page 
39. 

But the “more red meat” idea did not 
end with the Cornell talk. A friend and 
neighbor of the veteran meats man is 
Claude C. Philippe of Watch Hill Farm 
at Peekskill, New York. Mr. Philippe is 
executive vice-president of the Waldorf- 
Astoria and is deeply quality-and-cost 
conscious when it comes to buying and 
serving prime beef to the hotel’s top- 
flight guests. So the invitation was ex- 
tended to put on the demonstration in 
New York to a picked group, using the 
facilities of the Waldorf, 

Two steers from the Baerenfaenger 
herd were selected for the New York 
cutout test. Unfortunately the time re- 
quired to set up the program resulted 
in the steers being kept 7 weeks longer 
than the New York butcher-breeder de- 
sires for a maximum of three-fourths 
of an inch of outside fat. But even at 
that, exhibited in the butcher shop of 
the Waldorf, the carcasses of the two 
steers brought vocal acclaim from the 
packer and hotel meat buyers present. 
“If we could only buy beef like that,” 
was their reaction. 

The steers were killed a week before 
the Waldorf showing and were hung in 
the cooler of a local packing plant for 
some aging. Both carcasses were graded 
prime with the dressing percentages (hot 
weight) 71.95 per cent for the steer 
which will be called the big steer, 66.5 
for the “show” steer. 

Both the high dressing steer and the 
one with the lesser percentage were 
picked on the hoof to represent two ex- 
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tremes in type, and also because Mr. 
Baerenfaenger knew from experience 
that the larger steer also would carry 
the biggest rib eye area of red meat. 
Later we will go into the visual appraisal 
by which the New York butcher-and- 
breeder determines “red meat on the 
hoof.” Professor J. R. Stouffer of 
Cornell University, present at the Wal- 
dorf red meat demonstration, took meas- 
urements of the rib eye and the Baeren- 
faenger appraisal was correct—16 square 
inches against 14.2 square inches for the 
“show” steer. 

Alive the two steers presented op- 
posites in type. The one with the 16 
square inches of red meat could be de- 
scribed as a bit longer and a little 
rounder barreled than is today considered 
the “show steer” type, and was a bit 
more upstanding. The other steer was 
a blocky, “pushed together” type, deep 
bodied, and standing on shorter legs of 
heavier bone. Dressed weights were 680 
pounds and 793 pounds. Both steers 
were fed the ration given all of the cat- 
tle fed out by the New York Angusman 
—90 per cent ground ear corn, 10 per 
cent protein. As calves they got only 
their mother’s milk, plus grass. 


The lighter carcass from the show 
steer type animal with the heavy bone 
had the most fat covering—which rep- 
resents waste to the packer, retailer or 
chef, whoever must trim it off. In the 
case of the kidney fat this lighter steer 
had 4 pounds more than his heavier 
mate, In the matter of heavy bone Mr. 
Baerenfaenger figured the pushed to- 
gether steer had 12% per cent bone by 
weight against around 10 per cent for 
his higher dressing rival. 

Speaking from 18 years experience in 
breeding for red meat, and from nearly 
a half century experience as a butcher, 
Erwin Baerenfaenger has some ideas at 
sharp variance with common practice. 
He doesn’t go for the “deepness of body” 
talked of in many judging courses. Width 
across the loin, yes; width in the chest 
floor, yes, that is needed for constitution. 
But mere depth of body means for the 
packer and meat man has a lot of cheap 
short rib which must be sold at a dis- 
count. “Blending of the neck into the

KerMac Angus Ranch Host to Two-Day Event 


An Angus cattleman’s program, with 
the emphasis on the practical, was 
presented June 6 and 7 at KerMac An- 
gus Ranch, Poteau, Oklahoma. The Ker- 
Mac Cattlemen’s Festival was sponsored 
with the Oklahoma Angus Association 
and drew a good attendance from a wide 
area of the southwest and midwest. 

The informative sessions featured Herd 
Classification as is carried out by the 
National Association; Performance Test- 
ing work explained by Oklahoma State 
University staff members; the operation 
and handling of herd record systems; 
grading and selecting feeder calves; 
planned matings for specific improve- 
ment needs; herd bull selection for repu- 
tation commercial herds—these were 
some of the highlights covered in the 
busy two-day session, 

KerMac Angus Ranch occupies more 
than 40,000 acres in eastern Oklahoma. 
United States Senator Robert S. Kerr 
said that he and his partner, Dean A. 
McGee, were attracted to this section be- 
cause of the great undeveloped potential

bottom land, and the chance to encourage 
the expansion of Angus cattle in eastern 
Oklahoma and western Arkansas. His 
statement as to the potential of this 
section of the southwest was verified by 
Dr. L. E. Hawkins, director of the Okla- 
homa State University experimental sta- 
tion at Heavener who pointed out that 
improved pastures in this area can pro- 
duce 400 pounds of beef per acre as 
against a little over 100 pounds of beef 
in the famous Osage and other range 
areas of the Sooner state. 

The first day’s session opened with an 
explanation of Herd Classification work 
by Milt Miller of Brady, Texas, south- 
western fieldman for the National As- 
sociation. Milt pointed out that Classi- 
fication is another tool, to be used on a 
voluntary basis, to help make the world’s 
greatest beef breed even better, Used 
for many years by dairy breeds the 
Angus is the first of the beef breeds to 
use it officially. Actually, he pointed out, 
a very similar classification system has 
been used for 12 years by New York and 


of the Oklahoma Angus Association 
to be given each year to the man showing the Oklahoma Futurity champion bull was unveiled at the 


Fullerton, Jr., whom the trophy honors and with 


champion female of the annual Oklahoma Futurity show. 
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New England Angus men under the 
sponsorship of Cornell University. 

The Texan stated that the first round 
of Classification in a herd was not too 
important as to the placing of certain 
individuals; rather it is the Classification 
of the progeny of these cows through 3 
to 5 generations that will provide valu- 
able information for breeders and poten- 
tial buyers. He pointed out that Herd 
Classification records may, in time, tend 
to de-emphasize show ring winnings and 
the value of rare families, but that it 
does put stress on produ‘tion. Follow- 
ing Milt’s talk Fred Francis of Wilming- 
ton, Illinois, one of the Association clas- 
sifiers, gave a demonstration of the 
rating system to be used. Those folivw- 
ing the demonstration had the official 
classification report sheets and were able 
to follow Fred through on his rating of 
points. 

Following the noon meal two trophies 
were shown. They will be given at the 
Oklahoma Angus Futurity for breeders 
showing the grand champion bull and the 
grand champion female of the show. The 
traveling trophy for the bull champion- 
ship is to be known as the “Sam C. 
Fullerton, Jr.” cup; that for the grand 
championship female the “Jay P. Walk- 
er’ cup. The trophy presentation was 
made by Oliver S. Willham, president of 
Oklahoma State University at Stillwater, 
who lauded both men for their con- 
tribution to the livestock wealth of Okla- 
homa and of the nation. 

Dillard Bryce of Enid, president of the 
Oklahoma Angus Association, presided at 
the opening of the afternoon session June 
6, which opened with a talk and demon- 
stration by Dr. Doyle Chambers of the 
animal husbandry department of Okla- 
homa State University. His subject was 
“Guides to Selecting Beef Cattle for 
More Economic Production.” Dr. Cham- 
bers presented one group of thick, showy 
cows that would look good in any pas- 
ture. Unfortunately, he said, none of this 
group had been able to raise a calf with- 
out the assistance of a nurse cow. “Ob- 
viously such a cow, regardless of her ap- 
pearance, has no place in a practical beef 
herd”. 

The Oklahoma animal husbandryman 
then ran in a bunch of fair to decent look- 
ing cows with some popping calves at 
side. However, it turned out that one 
under-sized, obviously low-grading cow, 
had the best bull calf in the group. In pro- 
duction testing work he had made one of 
the best gains—2.96 pounds a day. Dr.

Chambers pointed out that this cow— 
some 200 pounds under what is con- 
sidered a desirable size and weight for 
a mature cow, would probably have been 
lost to the herd on a strict visual ap- 
praisal basis. “I would like to see An- 
gus people adopt a combination of pro- 
duction testing along with herd clas- 
sification. In this way we could guard 
against inefficient producing cows and 
low gaining calves that might slip 
through on classification alone.” He al- 
so warned against over-emphasis on size 
in picking brood cows—‘“too often your 
big cows do not produce your best 
calves.” 


Dr, Chambers mentioned that produc- 
tion testing records indicate that if a 
first calf heifer comes up with a low- 
gaining, no-good calf she might as well 
be culled at once. Subsequent matings 
with other bulls may result in a better 
calf but the odds agaist this happening 
are too long to interest a practical cow- 
man. 


A panel discussion on herd records, 
with Earl Dugger of Angus Valley 
Farms as chairman, produced some 
practical information. The panel con- 
sisted of Dwight Stephens, superintend- 
ent of the Ft. Reno Experiment Station 
and John Stewart, Louise Keesee and 
Dr. Dan Goodwin of the KerMac ranch 
staff. Mrs. Keesee pointed out that in 
keeping records on more than 600 regis- 
tered cows it was best that one person 
have the responsibility of keeping breed- 
ing dates and calving records straight, 
with daily reports turned in by the men 
responsible. It was also pointed out that 
more than one set of complete records 
should be kept, and at separate places, 
in the event of fire or accident. It was 
brought out that a sure way to louse up 
records was re-use old chain numbers. 
A question on legible tattoo markings 
brought out the point that at KerMac 
calves are seldom tattooed at less than 
3 months, and from then to weaning 
time. Poor tattoos are usually the result 
of bad ink or excess bleeding. Dr. Good- 
win mentioned that considerable trouble 
from warts can result in tattooing a 
large number of calves without steri- 
lizing the equipment.

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F armers and breeders in Britain who carried their 
herds and flocks and lived through and still remember 
the years of the second World War will always recall 
that difficult period of austerity as being without paral- 
lel in its destructive and discouraging effects on agri- 
culture and livestock breeding. Help was scarce. Ma- 
chinery, fuel, foodstuffs, etc. were practically unobtain- 
able. Everything was rationed. As the war wore on, 
the normal premium for choice beef disappeared. Quan- 
tity was wanted, quality was forgotten. 

Many Aberdeen-Angus herds were reduced in num- 
bers. Some succumbed in the distress and the urgency 
of the period and some simply passed by the wayside. 
Those who carried on cut down to keeping only their 
very best. Perhaps the annual calf registrations more 
graphically show what was happening better than any- 
thing else. For the five-year period preceding the war, 
the average annual bull calf registrations were 3844 
bulls per year. For a like five-year period following 
the close of the war, the average annual bull registra- 
tions were down to 2502 bulls per year. Comparable 
figures for heifer registrations were 3414 heifers before 
the war and 2800 heifers per year after the war.

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lasted for 10 years, until the mid-1950’s, when signs of a 
revival in interest in purebred cattle seemed to herald the 
approach of better days. 

At this juncture, Brigadier FE. R. Kewley, Little Dean, 
Hampshire, England was elected President of the Aber- 
deen-Angus Cattle Society. He became the third President 
from South of the Border to serve the Society since the 
end of the war. He served two terms—1955 and 1956— 
during a period when the breed’s fortunes were taking a 
sudden upward turn, when registrations were beginning to 
soar and when adjustments to the quickly changing condi- 
tions were a test for the President’s foresight, patience and 
leadership. 

History has already recorded that the Society profited 
significantly from Brigadier Kewley’s terms as President. 
An established breeder, a highly respected and well-liked 
fellow and an able administrator endowed generously with 
clear-headed forcefulness in the very best old-country tra- 
dition, Brigadier Kewley directed the Society’s difficult and 
complicated affairs with vigor and distinction. His con- 
tribution was a big part in helping to spark Britain’s Angus 
activities back into high gear again! 

Brigadier Kewley was a young Army Officer in the Rifle 
Brigade during the first World War. He was a fighting 
soldier and shared with one other the distinction of having 
servied continuously with the Third Battalion in France 
from the first day of the first World War to the last, being 
Commanding Officer of the Battalion when it was de-

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mobilized, and coming through it all without a scratch! 
He was awarded the D. S. O. and M. C. for his deeds, when 
“with the utmost gallantry and coolness” he twice made 
personal reconnaissance of his forward posts and returned 
to report the situation to Brigade Headquarters while 
under continuous and intense shell and machine-gun fire. 
A bar to the D. S. O. followed a year later for further 
outstanding examples of bravery and leadership in the 
lines. 


He retired from the Army in 1921 to become a Director 
in the business firm of Messrs. Strong of Romsey. Little 
Dean House, near the picturesque village of Stockbridge, 
was purchased in 1923 and has since been the home of 
Brigadier and Mrs. Kewley. Additional land has been 
added from time to time and Little Dean farm today con- 
tains 560 acres all enclosed in a ring fence. The buildings 
are of modern and practical design. They are of compara- 
tively recent origin, having been entirely built by Brigadier 
Kewley on a site in an open field not far from Little Dean 
House.

On a tour of North Dakota and northern Minnesota, 
Maurice Boney and I were able to visit ten farms and ranches 
all members of the North Dakota Angus Association, 
which is known nationally for its Annual Valley City Winter 
Show and Sale each March, Although time did not permit us 
to see as many farms as we would have liked, we were able 
to visit the following herds: Agassiz Farms, W. A. Plath, 
Davenport; Blue Top Angus Farm, George Becker, Sheldon;

AGASSIZ FARMS . 

Bill Plath, who is currently President of the North Dakota 
Association, purchased his first foundation for Agassiz Farms 
in 1937 with the selection of seven females from North Dakota 
Agricultural College.

leenmere 33d, by Great Oaks Bardoleenmere i;th; and Black 
Bardolier of Agassiz, a son of Black Bardolier of Den Mor, 
purchased in dam. Great Oaks Bardoleenmere 33d was top 
selling bull in the 1957 Great Oaks production sale. 

Altogether Bill farms 1,500 acres with barley, oats, corn 
and hay in rotation. The farm and Angus herd is a family 
operation with each of the Plath’s three youngsters owning 
three heifers. Oldest of the children is Marion, 16, with 14- 
year-old Ronald next and Beryl, 11, the youngest. The farm 
is located five miles west of Davenport, which is some 25 
miles southwest of Fargo. 


BLUE TOP ANGUS FARM... 

In 1948 at the - Hastley dispersion George Becker, owner 
of Blue Top Angus Farm, purchased his first two foundation 
females.

The incorporation papers carry the 
names of the following men: Lloyd F. 
Barron, president; Arthur H. Butler, vice 
president; Leo E. Marsters, Edw. E. Par- 
sons, Steve Mahaffey, Gene Gulick, 
Frank Regan and Arnold C. Weed, sec- 
retary. 

During the 8 years of its existence the 
membership roster of the Idaho Associa- 
tion has undergone many changes. Of 
the seven original incorporators, only 
three are still active in the Angus busi- 
ness. Lloyd Barron in a commercial op- 
eration only, Gene Gulick, Black Gem 
Ranch, Buhl, Idaho, and Steve Mahaffey, 
Tendoy, Idaho. The fine registered herds 
of the other men have been dispersed for 
various reasons. 


Arthur H. Butler of Spring Cove 
Ranch at Bliss was probably the first 
major breeder of registered Angus in 
Idaho starting with a group of heifers 
purchased in 1919. Until his death in 
1955, Mr. Butler devoted much time and 
effort to the promotion of Angus in 
Idaho and the Idaho Association. He 
traveled extensively in search of the type 
of animals best suited to the improve- 
ment of his herd. Many of the herds in 
Idaho were founded with cattle from 
Spring Cove Ranch. Although Mrs. But- 
ler and Doran carry on with a commer- 
cial operation the registered herd was 
dispersed in December 1955. 

The Leo Marsters Angus operation had 
its beginning at about the same time the 
Butler herd came into being. It was 
established primarily as a commercial 
operation, the emphasis on the registered 
herd coming during the 1945 to 1955 
period. The foundation females came 
from Canada and the Barron herd at

Leo, like Mr. Butler, 
was a most enthusiastic Angus man. Well 
known and respected throughout the 
area, his devotion to the breed would be 
hard to match. The Marsters herd was 
dispersed in November 1955 with the 
idea Leo and Mrs. Marsters would retire. 
Unfortunately, Leo passed away early in 
1956 and the Angus fraternity lost an 
ardent worker. 


The Parsons herd, Parlands Stock 
Farm of Payette, was established in 1943 
by Ed and his son, Eddie, Jr. Founded 
upon the purchase of champion and first 
place winners in major shows and sales 
in the West the herd was further im- 
proved by the purchase of the top selling 
champion bull of the 1949 Penney and 
James Sale, Homeplace Eileenmere 8th, 
the son of the immortal wonder bull 
Eileenmere 487th. Ed was also very ac- 
tive in Angus circles, giving much of his 
time to promoting the “Blacks”. Due to 
the press of other farming and produce 
operations, the Parsons herd was dis- 
persed in May 1957. 


Probably the most widely known a- 
mong Idaho herds was the Barron herd, 
Sun Valley Farms of Fairfield, founded 
by Chas. C. Barron and son Lloyd in 
1931. During its existence an emphasis 
was placed on breeding a medium sized 
individual that was rugged yet smooth 
boned, standing on good straight legs, 
always keeping in mind the true Aber- 
deen-Angus type and bloodlines. All of 
the 13 original females of the herd were 
of Earl Marshall and Blackcap Revolu- 
tion breeding. To this breeding was 
added a superb bull battery of Ensign 2d 
of Dalebanks, Woodlawn Hero 4th and in 
1951 when the Sun Valley-Var-Mar part- 
nership was formed, Homeplace Eileen-

The possibility of sex determination 
and control has fascinated mankind since 
time immemorial. In an English book en- 
titled “The Government of Cattle”, pub- 
lished in 1662, studmasters were advised 
thusly: “For a male colt you must bind 
back with a cord, or pull back his left 
stone, and for the female, bind back the 
right stone, and thus you may do unto 
all other kinds of cattle.” The same book 
revealed that “If the rams be put with 
the ewes when the wind is in the north, 
the ewes will bring males and if the wind 
be in the south when ewes are covered, 
they will be females.” These are but two 
of the hundreds of superstitions that 
evolved concerning the control of sex. 

Sex Control May Come 

On the average, and when considering 
a large population, approximately equal 
numbers of males and females are born 
in all common species of animals, To be 
sure, many notable exceptions can be 
found in individual herds. The history of 
the State College of Washington Angus 
herd, for example, reads like a story 
book. The entire herd was built up from 
one foundation female purchased in 1910. 
She produced seven daughters. In turn, 
her first daughter produced six females. 
Most remarkable yet and extremely for- 
tunate from the standpoint of building up 
the cow herd, it was four years before 
any bull calves were dropped in the herd. 

Such unusual examples often errone- 
ously lead the stockmen to think that 
something peculiar to the treatment or 
management of a particular herd result- 
ed in a preponderance of males or fe- 
males, as the case may be. In brief, 
through such examples, the breeder may 
get the impression that variation in the 
sex ratio is not random but that it is un- 
der the control of some unknown and 
mysterious influence. Under such condi- 
tions, it can be readily understood why 
the field of sex control is a fertile one 
for fraudulent operators. 

The most widely accepted theory of 
sex determination at the present time is 
that sex is determined by the chromo- 
somal makeup of the individual. One par- 
ticular pair of the chromosomes is called 
the sex chromosomes. In farm animals, 
the female has a pair of similar chromo- 
somes (usually called X chromosomes), 
whereas the male has a pair of unlike sex 
chromosomes (usually called X and Y 
chromosomes). In the bird, this condi- 
tion is reversed, the females having the 


unlike pair and the male having the 
like pair. 

The pairs of sex chromosomes separate 
out when the germ cells are formed. 
Thus, the ovum or egg produced by the 
female contains the X chromosome; 
whereas the sperm of the male are of two 
types, one-half containing the X chromo- 
some and the other one-half the Y 
chromosome, Since, on the average, the 
eggs and sperm unite at random, it can 
be understood that half of the progeny 
will contain the chromosomal makeup 
XX (females) with the other one-half 
XY (males).

Certainly, any fool-proof method of 
controlling sex would have tremendous 
commercial possibilities. For example, 
cattlemen wishing to build up a herd 
could then secure a high percentage of 
heifer calves. On the other hand, the 
commercial beef cattleman would then 
elect to produce only enough heifers for 
replacement purposes; from an econo- 
mical standpoint, he would want a pre- 
ponderance of bull calves for the reason

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ed 68 per cent of the time. There were 62 
“successes” in 87 trials, or 71.3 per cent, 
for females; and 51 successes in 80 trials, 
or 63.7 per cent, for males. Seven out of 
31 litters of rabbits were all of one sex. 
More experimental work is needed, but 
this approach does appear promising. 
Perhaps in the not too distant future the 
artificial breeding technician may ask, 
“Do you want a male or a female?” 

Of course, there are those who would 
question the desirability of sex control 
perhaps mostly on religious and economic 
grounds. Like the space age, the whole 
idea is a bit bewildering at the moment; 
but such is progress! 

STILBESTROL IMPLANTS PROFIT- 
ABLE FOR CATTLE ON PASTURE 

Most cattlemen are familiar with, or 
have used, one or more of the hormones 
or accessory ration ingredients in dry-lot 
fattening. Not so well known, however, 
is the generally satisfactory result ob- 
tained from administering stilbestrol im- 
plants to cattle fattened on grass only. 
My colleague, Dr. C. C. O’Mary, was one 
of the first to report the dividends to be 
derived from the latter practice, as a re- 
sult of an experiment that he conducted 
at the University of Georgia. 

Recently, Professors C. D. Story, A. J. 
Hazel, and Paul S. Pattengale, of Colo- 
rado State University, reported their 
findings as a result of injecting two 12- 
milligram stilbestrol implants in grass- 
fattened steers located at four different 
ranches in different areas of Colorado. 
In these trials, the stilbestrol implants 
increased the daily rate of gain by 0.26 
lbs., or 12.67 per cent. 

It is generally recognized that the re- 
sponse from stilbestrol implants on pas- 
ture-fattened cattle will vary according 
to the hormone content of the pasture, 
but, under most conditions, it appears to 
be a paying proposition. With the begin- 
ning of the pasture season, cattlemen 
should give consideration to this devel- 
opment. 

The Story of Two Little Pigs 

I have just seen a picture of two little 
pigs that tells a powerful story—a story 
of progress that has come about prima- 
rily through research. I refer to a picture 
of littermate pigs that’ were on a feed- 
ing trial at the University of Minnesota, 
under the supervision of Dr. R. J. Meade. 
These two pigs showed clearly how hog 
diets have improved during the past half 
century. Beginning at 33.5 pounds weight, 
each pig received a different ration; one 
was fed a 1908-type ration consisting of 
yellow corn and a few minerals and vita- 
mins (grandad didn’t know about vita- 
mins, but, in 1908, these factors were 
gleaned from the fields and glens, for 
there was no dry-lot feeding); the other 
was fed a 1957-58 high-energy, high- 
quality protein, feed-additive-fortified 
menu, consisting of yellow corn, tankage, 
soybean oil meal, fish meal, ground lime- 
stone, steamed bone meal, high zinc 
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trace-element salt, and a vitamin-anti- 
biotic premix. At the end of the 62-day 
test, the 1908 pig weighed in at 40.2 
pounds; the 1957-58 pig weighed 132.2 
pounds. The pig on grandad’s ration gain- 
ed just 1/10th lb. daily, on 12.88 lbs. of 
feed per pound of gain; whereas the pig 
that was fed the ultra-modern ration 
packed on 1.60 lbs. daily, on only 2.82 Ibs. 
of feed per pound of gain. That’s prog- 
ress! And this same story is being re- 
peated day after day in feedlots all over 
America, and with all classes of animals; 
although, for the most part, it goes un- 
heralded. 
Horse Racing King of Sports 

In 1957, to no ones surprise, horse 
racing continued to hold a sizeable lead 
in attendance figures for U. S. spectator 
sports, Race parks, with 53,820,958 cus- 
tomers, led all other competitions for the 
sportsman’s spare time. Baseball ranked 
second, with 32,512,503, despite a drop of 
more than 1,500,000 in minor-league at- 
tendance. Football was third, with the 
colleges and pros combined playing be- 
fore 16,767,613. 

Mohammed’s Ten Horses 

It is easy to understand how the en- 
vironmental conditions in Arabia could 
and did give rise to myth and exag- 
gerated statements relative to horses. At 
one moment, the Arab was cruel to his 
mount; then again he would shower him 
with kindness. 

In the days of Mohammed, intelligence 
and obedience were the main requisites 
of the Arab’s good friend and stout com- 
panion, the horse. For war purposes, only 
the most obedient horses were used, and 
they were trained to follow the bugle. 

Legend has it that the Prophet himself 
had need for some very obedient horses, 
so he inspected a certain herd to make 
personal selections. 

The horses from which he wished to 
make his selections were pastured in a 
large area bordering on a river. The 
prophet gave orders that the animals 
should be fenced off from the river until 
their thirst became very great. 

He then ordered the fence removed, 
and the horses rushed for the water. 
When they were just about to dash into 
the river to quench their thirst, a bugle 
was sounded. 

All but ten of the horses ignored the 
call of the bugle. The obedient ten turned 
and answered the call of duty, despite 
their great thirst, The whimsical story 
goes on to say that these ten head con- 
stituted the foundation of the “Prophet 
Breed.”

and management of replacement heifers. 
Their calves are creep fed and when 
weaned they are turned out on grass 
and offered a limited amount of grain. 
He cautioned against overfeeding of 
grain as growth rather than a quick 
finish is desired. 

Dave Canning spoke on factors to con- 
sider in selecting a herd sire. He stressed 
the importance of breeding and individu- 
ality of the bull and cow lines in a pedi- 
gree to reduce the risk involved in pro- 
ducing top quality cattle. Top breeding 
bulls are not an accident but the result 
of good backgrounds of individuals in 
the pedigree. 

P. K. Pratt spoke on the importance 
of the uniformity of the cow herd. He 
stressed the importance of studying the 
background for several generations and 
if finances were limited one might secure 
older cows with a good background. 

The program recessed for the noon 
lunch furnished by the Interstate and 
South Dakota Angus Associations and 
Bon-View Farms. Immediately follow- 
ing the noon meal the afternoon program 
started with Gordon Olson, Secretary of 
the Sioux Falls Chamber of Commerce, 
acting as Master of Ceremonies.

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Response was given by Duane Clark, 
President of the Interstate Angus As- 
sociation. The following Resolution of 
Condolence was then read, “Whereas our 
Friend and Fellow Worker Mr. Carl 
Oldsen has been called to his last reward, 
be it Resolved by the members and 
friends of the Interstate Angus Associ- 
ation and South Dakota Angus Associ- 
ation that we do by these Resolutions 
express our high appreciation of his long 
and faithful service in the advancement 
and promotion of the Angus breed. And 
be it further Resolved that we express 
our Heartfelt Sympathy and Condolence 
to the members of his family. And Fur- 
ther that these Resolutions be spread up- 
on the Secretary’s Record of the Inter- 
state Angus Association and South Da- 
kota Angus Association and that a copy 
of same be sent to the family.” Justin 
Mortvedt made the motion for adoption 
of Resolution, seconded by Dwight 
Garner and Clarence Hillman. This 
resolution carried unanimously. 


Dr, Leslie Johnson, Head of Animal 
Husbandry Dept., Iowa State College, 
spoke on Beef Cattle on Farms and 
Ranches. He brought out the point that 
changes were taking place in the live- 
stock production today. Feeders, com- 


mercial breeders and purebred breeders 
were all becoming more specialized and 
that interest and demand for perform- 
testing 


ance was coming from com- 


mercial men and feeders. Performance 
testing makes some breeds more popular, 
some less, but it will improve breeds if 
they do. Not all breeders are now in 
a position to practice performance test- 
ing but many of the leading breeders 
may use this method of testing to cull 
their herds which will result in the im- 
provement of the breed. 

Dave Canning, Staunton, Virginia was 
next on the program and spoke on the 
Business of Promoting and Selling An- 
gus Cattle, stating that the promotion 
of the breed was in showing at shows and 
Fairs and in selling at auctions, consign- 
ment sales and private sales. Know your 
cattle, their breeding; believe in them, 
have information needed for buyers and 
be ready to show them are prime factors. 
He also stressed the importance of ad- 
vertising in papers and journals and not 
to overlook news releases for publication 
and correspondence. Newspapers want 
and need news and information—give it 
to them, Work closely with County A- 
gents, 4-H and FFA chapters and Field- 
men. 

Lyle Springer, Executive Assistant 
and Supervisor of the Herd Classification 
Program of the American Angus Associ- 
ation, was in charge of the Herd Clas- 
sification part of the program. He gave 
a detailed analysis of the history, func- 
tion and mechanics of Herd Classi- 
fication, stating that it will not change

The original females were acquired 
at a cost of $50 per head . .. quite a dif- 
ference from the $6,000 which the Gauger 
Brothers received for their top selling 
bull in 1957. Approximately 2,500 head 
have been recorded as descendants of the 
original pair of heifers with a good many 
of the brood cows today ranking as 
$10,000 gross producers. 


The Gauger Brothers herd has always 
been a family affair and is shared to- 
day by John, his son Ardell, and Mil- 
ton and sons, Myron and Larry.

The farming unit, located on the north- 
ern outskirts of Egeland, takes in 1,800 
acres of small grains and pastures with 
the cow herd numbering 50 head.

Senior herd sires are Eileenmere 
1078th and Aberdeen Acres Eileenmere 
14th while also seeing service is Eileen- 
mere T 2, Barks and Lockhart own Ei- 
leenmere 1078th, a son of Eileenmere 
500th, jointly with Vrain Valley Farm at 
Platteville, Colorado. Also owned on a 
joint interest is Eileenmere T 2, a son 
of Eileenmere 1100th, with North Dako- 
ta Agricultural College. 

Strong competitors at the Valley City 
Winter Show, the Barks and Lockhart 
herd produced the Reserve Grand Cham- 
pion bull in 1952.

There Are No Finer Bloodlines Anywhere 
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About Poisonous Plants 

Poisonous plants seldom cause trouble 
for cattle, since most of them have a 
disagreeable taste or odor that keeps 
animals from eating them under ordinary 
conditions. However, unusual conditions 
exist in two seasons of the year, and 
cattle may then be poisoned. 

One of these seasons is early spring 
when livestock is first turned to pasture. 
Cattle will then eat almost anything with 
a green color, regardless of how it tastes 
or smells. Unfortunately, many poisonous 
plants are the first ones up and conse- 
quently are the biggest ones available in 
the early pasture season. 

Late summer is the other dangerous 
season for plant poisoning. A combi- 


nation of too much heat and too little 
water means that most plants have be- 
come dry and brown. Many pastures 
have been eaten down to the ground, with 
the only big plants remaining being 
those that have been refused all summer. 
Many of these plants remain green in 
color and are poisonous for animals that 
are starved into eating them. 

Since the same plants go on causing 
trouble year after year, we might con- 
sider them rather briefly here. We won’t 
include those like sudan grass and others 
which are capable of causing prussic acid 
poisoning, for these plants belong in a 
special class. 

Plants belonging to the crowfoot fam- 
ily are probably those most likely to be 
found in North American pastures. 
This family includes larkspurs, cowslips, 
monkshoods and baneberries. Poisonous 
plants belonging to the pulse or bean 
family run a close second, both as re- 


Perhaps we could call this “Beauty and the Beast’”’—little Laurie Seely, daughter of Lorrin Seely, as- 
sistant herdsman at Duncraggan Ranch, Sonoma, California, with Duncraggan Eileenmere 3504, a son 
of Mole’s Hill Eileenmere 39th.

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gards numbers and danger of poisoning. 
These include the various lupines, loco 
weeds, blue peas, milk vetch, and wild 
beans. Several of the milkweeds are al- 
so recognized as dangerous for cattle, 
including goldenrod and skeleton weed 
which also belong to the milkweed fam- 
ily. Many poisonous pasture plants be- 
long to the composite family, including 
snakeroot, bitterweed, rubberweed, tansy, 
cockleburr, ragweed, and broomweed. 
Several dangerous plants belong to the 
nightshade family, with some of the com- 
moner ones being black nightshade, Jim- 
son weed, wild tobacco, and henbane. 
Poisoning needn’t be limited to pasture 
plants, either, for the ground cherry is 
really a dangerous nightshade. The com- 
mon Irish potato also is a nightshade, 
and sprouts or green “sunburned” tu- 
bers may be poisonous. Mentioning 
common plants is a reminder that thisles 
fall in this class, and ferns like bracken 
and the horsetail have been known to 
poison cattle at one time or another. 
You'll probably be able to think of 
several common poisonous plants that we 
haven’t listed, but those we have men- 
tioned will give you a pretty good idea 
of what cattiemen have to guard against 
in the pasture months ahead. Some of 
these plants are common in many states, 
while others are found only in limited 
areas and may be completely unknown 
to you. Regardless of whether you rec- 
ognize them or not, though, poisonous 
plants may pose a threat for your cattle 
during the coming pasture season. 


Fortunately, most cases of plant poi- 
soning can easily be prevented by merely 
feeding cattle well enough so they won’t 
be starved into eating dangerous plants. 
As an added safety measure, animals 
shouldn’t be turned out too early in the 
spring when there is little grass and 
even well-fed cattle are likely to eat 
anything that has a green color. Over- 
grazing of pastures should be avoided, 
for the time will eventually come when 
cattle have to choose between going 
hungry or eating objectionable plants 
that may be poisonous. Under crowded 
pasture conditions extra feed can be 
supplied. A knowledge of poisonous 
plants found in your area may prove 
helpful, for these plants can be destroyed 
when they are recognized.

FIELD LOSES TON OF 
SOIL IN THREE MONTHS 

August through October rains of 
about five inches coupled with poor 
planting and cultivating practices cost 
a run-off plat at Michigan State Uni- 
versity’s Kellogg farm more than a ton 
of surface soil. 

That’s the report from Russell Hill, 
extension specialist in soil and water 
conservation at M. S. U. The plot that 
lost the ton of soil had been in corn 
which was planted up and down the 
slope. 

Plots of oats drilled up and down a 
10 per cent slope lost a half ton of top 
soi] while a nearby plot worked across 
the slope lost only one-tenth ton of soil. 

Soil losses on established legume plots 
were negligible, notes Hill. On _ plots 
where recommended conservation prac- 
tices were applied, soil and water losses 
were even less. M. S. U. soil scientists 
have kept records since 1954 on soil 
losses on these plots at the farm in Kala- 
mazoo county. Since then, one plot culti- 
vated up and down the slope has lost 
over 46 tons of surface soil.

This bull was reckoned by many 
ringsiders to be one of the finest speci- 
mens of any beef breed ever seen at a 
Highland Show, being outstanding for 
his great depth, tremendous hind quar- 
ters, beautiful fleshing and 
on parade. He was by the great New- 
house stock bull, Prince Malem of Hamp- 
ton Lucy, out of Newhouse Jewelle Erica, 
a daughter of Esperanza of Candacraig,

and was bought for the Wych Cross herd 
for 5,500 guineas at the 1956 Perth Sales. 

The Wych Cross herd attained the 
remarkable feat of carrying off both the 
supreme and reserve supreme champion- 
ships with only two entries. Their win- 
ning entry in the senior cow class, Julan- 
eva Erica, went on to win the female 
championship and the reserve supreme 
championship.

The Business End Of Our 
Beef Cattle Breeding and Feeding 


The objective of the cattle business is 
In practice it might look 
as if the job is to let bulls breed cows, 
to have calves, that may grow up and 
eventually we would have the job of 
marketing and processing to produce a 
carcass of beef.

In 1958 and in the future it is apparent 
that man must attempt to control biology 
if progress in meat production and con- 
sumption are to be enhanced as rapidly 
aus the human population seems to be 
increasing.

The second choice, and the one that we 


meat men sincerely recommend, is to 


breed and feed Angus that produce supe- 


rior carcasses efficiently. You may pre- 


fer to specialize in marketing your pro- 
duction as breeding animals, but when 
doing so, let’s assume the all important 
role of a consistent improver of the breed 
so that your customers will make cattle 
that are market packages of superior 
beef with both quantity and quality per 
animal. 

In other words, how many bites of 
steak or roast beef as well as ground 
beef may be expected from one animal. 
The weight of hide, head, shanks, viscera 
and contents, bone and excess fat may be 
called shrinkage or inedible portion. 
Habitually the live animal weight is di- 
vided into the chilled carcass weight and 
the result is multiplied by 100, then the 
answer is called dressing percentage. 
Many times the fattest animal has 
the highest dressing percentage. Heavy 
kidney knobs, full cods, heavy flanks 
and filled briskets all contribute to 
rounding out the original animal and 
inflating the cattle buyers ego when the 
buying sheet is shown to the packing 
house manager. 

The more important consideration is 
how many pounds of rounds, loins, ribs 
and chucks come from the live animal. 
Furthermore, how many pounds of bone 
and excess fat are included? 

A goal to aim for in quantity beef pro- 
duction per carcass may be 80 per cent

achieve it the carcass will need a bal- 
anced kind of conformation which may 
be likened to a rectangle as opposed to 
a cubic shape. There dare not be ex- 
cessive bone and by all means a mini- 
mum thickness of fat to completely cover 
the carcass. For suggestion purposes we 
might strive for 14 per cent bone or less 
and the remaining six per cent would be 
primarily kidney and cod fat. 

This kind of product is now sought 
by retail store managers. For some 
now demand trimmed carcasses from 
their packing house sources of supply. 


QUALITY 


The term quality is already over- 
worked, but for our use it refers to the 
muscle color, texture, marbling, as well 
as the color and kind of bone. This com- 
bination of features tends to predict 
tenderness. Tenderness is a must in meat 
eating experiences. The youthful market 
animal of 935 pounds at 14 months of 
age is rarely criticized on the score of 
muscle tenderness. 


ANGUS CARCASS BEEF 


The long standing precedent of quality 
and quantity carcass yield of the Angus 
breed has been established in packing 
house beef departments. Interbreed car- 
cass contest winnings are significantly 
unanimous for Angus. As recent as 
December 1957 at the last International 
Livestock Exposition they dominated the 
show. Incidently, there is growing com- 
petition. Other breed registry organi- 
zations are expanding much effort to 
improve carcass yield and to work into 
a more competitive situation in Beef Car- 
cass Contests. It is obvious that the 
business end of breeding and feeding is 
beef to eat that has real consumer ap- 
peal. 

THE COST 

The net cost of beef steak, roast, stew 
and ground beef must be considered. 
How thrifty is the cow that gives birth 
to an Angus calf? How sure or depend- 
able is she as a breeder? How long does 
it take for gestation and rebreeding? 
How well does the calf grow while nurs- 
ing? How well does the calf do in con- 
verting feed to body weight? Will the 
gains be made growing or fattening?

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Many AUTHORITIES claim that the most important step 
any cattleman can take to insure maximum profits is to creep 
feed his calves. This is equally true whether the calves are 
being raised for beef cattle, or for breeding and show stock. 


The purpose of creep feeding, of course, is to provide 
calves With more of the nutrients they need for normal growth 
und devolpment than they would ordinarily get from mother’s 
milk and pasture. Commercial creep feeds supply the neces- 
sary energy and protein nutrients. In addition, many creep 
feeds contain antibiotics and other additives that make for 
healthier calves and faster gains.

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exact science, so we must have a system. 


We’ll start with the cow before she 
calves and bring the calf on up until it 
calves. John Hershey, what is your 
feeding program prior to calving? 


John Hershey: I believe Dr. Roberts 
had reference mainly to commercial cat- 
tle and there’s quite a variation in our 
area. Lots of times 100 miles will make 
a difference in the feeding and even less 
distance in the valley and foothill pas- 
tures where there are different types of 
soil and different climatic conditions. On 
our ranch, where we run our commercial 
cattle, we start calving in the middle of 
October and try to have them all calved 
out by the first of January. Prior to 
that they are on dry natural feed. During 
the season after these cows wean their 
calves the grass is dry and there is a 
shortage of vitamin A. We feel that the 
synthetic vitamin has been much more 
satisfactory than a quantity of alfalfa 
meal where the vitamin A will definitely 
leach out when mixed with salt and meal. 


These cows are carried on the dry feed 
and then with this mixture for 40 to 60 
days after the green grass dries. The 
vitamin A shortage starts immediately 
after the grass dries and if we don’t feed 
vitamin A in this mix we have a certain 
amount of calf losses and the condition 
of the cows definitely declines. So they’re 
kept on this until the green grass starts 
in the fall. 


Roberts: The time of calving has a 
great deal to do with our economy in 
cattle operations. I would like Frank 
Gwerder to explain the periods of breed- 
ing for calving, including the commercial 
market. 


Gwerder: In our area we have two 
types of commercial operations. One, is 
that we winter on the hills and in the 
summer the cattle go to the mountains. 
Number two, is the winter range and 
then the cattle are moved to irrigated 
pastures. The idea in operation number 
one is to have enough bulls on hand so 
we can rotate them in order that our calf 
crop will be dropped within two months. 
That’s very important all the way 
through and at weaning time as it saves 
a lot of time and expense. Our calving 
date starts December 1 and by February 
1, we hope we’re all through. We do 
that so all our calves will be the same. 
Cows are pregnancy tested in the fall 
and every cow that isn’t safe in calf is 
considered a free boarder and is elimin- 
ated, 
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The calves are on the range until May 
1 and then they are put on our irrigated 
pastures where different legumes are 
mixed. We try to adjust our mix so we 
don’t have a bloat problem. Years ago 
we used to calve on irrigated pastures, 
but we had trouble with our cows and 
their udders. So many were ruined that 
we had to change our operation and 
that’s why a winter calf is the best for 
our operation. 

Roberts: William Volkmann, will you 
discuss the care of the calf after it is 
born? 

Volkmann: In our program we have 
both registered and commercial opera- 
tions, but IT am going to deal strictly 
with the registered. We tattoo and vac- 
cinate with a 3-way-shot, at between two 
and three months of age. We don’t be- 
lieve in tattooing prior to that because 
we find when the animal matures we 
don’t have as good a tattoo. 


We are in favor of creep feeding and 
have used whole oats for the calves the 
last few years, finding it very satisfac- 
tory. If we are able, during the winter 
months when we are feeding silage and 
hay, we put the cows and calves, the 
older two to six months calves in sepa- 
rate pastures. We go into a little more 
supplement in the creeps by adding some 
silage and cotton seed flakes along with 
the oets. Of course at this time it is 
necessary for us to control the feeding 
of the dam very carefully. We feed her 
silage and 10 pounds of hay and find 
that if we go heavier on the corn silage, 
we have trouble with the calves, 


To carry out this creep feeding of the 
calves it is necessary to have several 
adequate creeps that can be moved a- 
round from one pasture to another. 
We've designed a creep for our operation 
that is approximately 10 feet wide, 15 
feet long and a little over four feet high 
and has a roof covering one side. The 
roof has openings where we put in the 
grain. There’s a grain bunker below the 
openings and on each end of the creep. 
Inside we have a hay manger. We find 
it very helpful to feed oat hay at certain 
times of the year in the creeps. 


Roberts: There are two things you 
should remember about creep feeding. 
The calves should never go to an empty 
creep and no ground feed should ever go 
into one. The feed should be crushed, 
whole, rolled or crimp. John Hershey, 
could you give us your views on handling 
eattle during the breeding season? 


Hershey: The breeding season, in our 
locality, is normally a pretty good grass 
season, but with some snow. We try to 
keep the barn full of hay, but feed it 
only when there’s heavy snow on the 
ground or when it’s absolutely necessary. 
We have to rotate our pastures, which 
are all between %,000 and 4,000 feet ele-

vation, since we have no lower ground 
to feed on. We keep certain fields or 
ureas open and make sure when the 
grass is growing that the cattle are 
pulled off at least 60 days before the 
end of the growing season. That gives 
the field sufficient time to grow out by 
the next spring. We have dry feed to 
turn them on the next year before the 
green comes. ‘They are rotated from 
that field to another dry field we’ve kept 
from the previous year and the cows are 
all calved out on dry feed in the early 
fall. 

The reason for this is that if we start 
them on dry feed when they calve they 
have plenty of milk to take care of the 
calf until it is two or three months old. 
From then on they need more milk, and 
as soon as the green feed starts coming 
the cows start giving more milk and 
gradually the calf takes to the new sup- 
ply of milk until weaning time. This 
way there is no danger of scouring or 
any udder trouble. When the calves are 
weaned about May 1, they still have a- 
bout 30 to 60 days to be on green feed 
before it starts to dry. 

Roberts: Tom Greenfield, will you give 
your method of handling replacement fe- 
males from weaning until breeding? 

Greenfield: We keep our replacement 
females up approximately a week at 
weaning time. If they are not creep fed 
this should be sufficient time. They are 
fed what we intend to feed them during 
the next six or eight months so they will 
become accustomed to any changes. If 
you don’t do this they may not eat as 
quickly as they would otherwise. If they 
have been on creep feed since the time of

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weaning there is no problem. They will 
continue to eat when you put them on 
pasture. 

After weaning we generally halter 
break our heifers. We don’t break them 
to lead, but we do like for them to know 
what a halter is in case they have to be 
doctored at a later date. At the end of 
five or six days we put the replacement 
heifers on a permanent pasture, Fortu- 
nately we are in an area where we have 
green feed the year round so our feeding 
problem is not as great or as expensive 
as in other places. 

We put our replacement heifers on 
pasture and give them approximately six 
or eight pounds of oats during that peri- 
od with a small amount of alfalfa hay. 
This is continued until they reach 12 or 
13 months and at that age we reduce our 
feed to about three pounds of oats and 
a little more alfalfa hay. 

We like to breed our heifers at the end 
of 18 months. We inspect these replace- 
ment heifers at that time and if any are 
undesirable, we take them out and sell 
them either to the packer or a com- 
mercial man. 

Roberts: Paul Carlson, would you ex- 
plain what experience you have had in 
the management and care of sale fe- 
males? 

Carlson: I’ve probably had more ex- 
perience the past two years in the phase 
of management and care of sale females 
than the letting down of sale females 
and calving them out. I feel that for 
the most part sale females and replace- 
ment females can be weaned and more 
or less run together or under similar 
management conditions for some time 
after weaning. 

I definitely think that we have to fit 
our sale females, particularly if we’re 
going to sell them in competition. If we 
sell them at private treaty we can wean 
them, carry them on a light grain ration 
and sell them off the pastures and light 
grain in groups, but if we sell them in 
competition we’re going to have to feed 
them out a little above average. 

There is a limit to where it’s profitable 
for the majority of the heifers. I don’t 
think we should put too much feed in 
them, particularly too heavy as corn or 
something like that. In our area we 
don’t plan on feeding any corn to our 
sale heifers but I do think they’re going 
to have to go on a modified fitted ration 
if they’re going to sell in consignment 


sales, 


Question: What type of grade do you 
put on a heifer that’s weaned? 

Answer: We use AA, A, B, C. We 
grade primarily for conformation and the 
general appearance of the animal. This 
information and the information on the 
dam, what she did this year and last 
year, will carry some weight when I go 
back and see that heifer.

Selling Our Cattle 


Or The Breeders Promotion Problems 


Moderator: W. W. Brainard, Jr., Far 
Hills, New Jersey. 

Panel: Harold Rankin, Hermiston, Ore- 
gon; Ken Gross, Emerald Acres, Elk 
Grove, California; Paul Keesee, Ker- 
Mac Angus Farm, Poteau, Oklahoma;

Brainard: I'd like to change the title of 
the panel to read “Moving Our Products 
Into Production or the Breeder’s Promo- 
tion Problems,” because I think that’s 
what we’re talking about. That folding 
green stuff called money is a very popu- 
lar part of any business. You have 
programs here at this conference that 
are designed to provide an opportunity 
for discussion of mutual problems. You 
have programs on your farm to provide 
forage crop feed of high value at low 
cost. You have programs, certainly, to 
develop the future of your herds. 

Our part in this conference is built 
upon another program. A man once said 
to me that “customer” was the most 
important word in the English language. 
And, I don’t know of a more important 
word. Everything that we do, on our 
farms and on our ranches, is designed in 
the end to provide us with a better prod- 
uct to meet the competition for cus- 
tomers. 

I am going to lay out certain ground 
rules that I believe are important to any 
merchandising function any place. Mer- 
chandising consists of two motions. 
Moving the customer toward the goods 
and moving the goods toward the cus- 
tomer. That would be number one. 

The second basic idea is the law of 
supply and demand, When prices go up, 
two processes set in; an increased pro- 
duction and a decreased consumption. 
The effect will be a gradual fall in 
prices. If the prices get too low, two 
processes will set in; a decreased pro- 
duction and increased consumption. These 
two forces will tend to establish a normal 
balance. 

The third one is the steps to a sale. 
There are four steps to a sale. The first 
is attention, the second interest, the third 
desire and the fourth action. 

The fourth general idea is price lining. 
Price lining is an old term in the mer- 
chandising business and consists of just 
one sort of thought. It means that the 
entire force of the merchandising process 
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should be directed towards where the 
customer is and for the products that are 
being developed. 

I would like to mention what our An- 
gus Association does to try to help move 
the customer toward the goods. 

In the public relations department 
there are several main phases, And, re- 
member that the fieldmen and all the 
breeder members are a part of that 
department that is going out to promote 
not only our individual products, but our 
breed. First, the department has an 
advertising program. Its strategy, copy, 
and the media that is used are designed 
to create attention, to arouse interest 
and provoke desire. The action part 
comes right at the farm or right at the

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PHILIPS’ COLUMN

eattle from many breeders over a period of 
ten years. In only one case did I buy with 
the idea of getting my back scratched, and 
I got stung instead. The fellow dispersed 
ahead of my sale. I don't want you to feel 
guilty for not buying from me just because 
I have bought from you, Naturally, I'm most 
anxious for you to attend my November 3, 
1958 sale along with everybody else we can 
round up, but buy only if you see a profit 
in the purchase, either in money or in pride 
of ownership You don't like to attend a 
sale where people are trying to pay off their 
social obligations by buying something they 
don't want for more than it is worth. 
Neither do you enjoy buying at a sale where 
there is apparently a lot of stage money 
floating around in the form of credits on 
adjustments. Our adjustments are made in 
cash, and there will not be a dime of credit 
at our sale. (This does not refer to the kind 
of credit involved in purchases by FFA and 
4-H members under our time payment plan.) 
We don’t owe anybody anything except good 
will and appreciation for all the advice, help 
and good livestock we've received over the 
years and if you have received some of the 
same from us, we are glad

sales. These are the four steps to a sale 
that I spoke of. 

Then there’s a public relations pro- 
gram which carries on its activities in 
many different ways. There is a publicity 
program that sends out thousands of 
news releases a year; a traveling photo 
file, which is sent around to various com- 
mercial advertisers; articles prepared for 
TV programs, for radio, for the farm 
press and a good deal of work with 
movies and stills. In addition, your 
public relations program has various 
pamphlets which are available and put 
together as the occasion requires, as well 
as the Aberdeen-Angus Bulletin which 
is sent to all breeder members at various 
times throughout the year. 

Now, I’m going to ask Lee Leachman 
to tell us about how we try to merchan- 
dise bulls, with emphasis on the Great 
Atlantic Bull Sale. 

Leachman: First, I would like to give 
a little background on the Atlantic sale 
and explain just how it came about. 
Actually, there have been a lot of good 
herd bulls going to the eastern section 
for a long period of time and there are 
many breeders in that country who are 
producing good bulls. They are small 
breeders producing two or three good 
bulls, but without much market for them. 
Sure, they could come to the big breeders 
and buy a good bull, but if they produced 
a few good bulls of their own they had 
no market to sell them. We finally 
recognized that if this continued the 
smaller breeder would no longer be in 
the market to use another bull. So we 
came up with the idea that if we sold a 
lot of bulls at one time we could get a 
lot of buyers. 


We organized it by getting three or 
four top breeders behind it, hired a sale 
manager and went all over the east ask- 
ing the breeders to bring in all the bulls 
they had. It didn’t make any difference 
what kind they were, what age they

were, except we wanted them nine 
months or older. We ended up with 242 
bulls that averaged just under $1,000. 
In our country today there are more 
enthusiastic breeders than we have had 
for 10 years because those people now 
have a market for the product that they 
are producing. 

All the bulls were brought to the sale 
and classified by a committee. This went 
over very well because it gave all the 
consignors an opportunity to see just 
how their bulls would grade with other 
graders and it also gave the purchaser 
a chance to see the bulls out of the stalls 
and they could put their stamp on them. 
The day after the bulls were classified 
the AAA bulls, the highest class, were 
led out and judged. There were lots of 
classes and lots of blue ribbon winners 
and the judge only selected a first, sec- 
ond and third in each class. Actually, I 
think this has been a tremendous boom 
in merchandising cattle. 

Brainard: We would like for Ken Gross 
to handle the merchandising of Angus 
females. 

Gross: In the past year there has been 
a definite trend in the Angus business 
and that is for the Angus bulls to ac- 
tually and finally find their place in the 
beef programs going on in our country. 
Today Angus bulls are surpassing the 
Angus females in many of our sales. For 
my part this is a very healthy situation. 
It is actually the way in which herds 
hope to be financed and profits made. 
I believe those commercial bulls should 
probably end up paying our expenses. 

This leaves us with females for which 
I think there is a definite demand. I 
feel right now is the time to start a 
concentrated effort to protect our fe- 
males and to boost their promotion and 
sale. Possibly too much credit or em- 
phasis has been given the bull’s part in 
the founding of a new herd and maybe 
not enough emphasis on the selection of 
females. A bull definitely has to have 
something to work on and a great set of 
females can carry an average bull and 
still keep you in business when an aver- 
age bull working on a poor set of fe- 
males might run you out of business. A 
great set of females will make a great 
bull greater, they will give you a higher 
percentage of herd bulls to sell, com- 
mercial bulls to sell, replacement females 
and sale females; and to me that is the 
first step to think of when you sell cat- 
tle. 


The breeder should build up a selling 
program which he can make use of in 
merchandising his females, First, he 
should establish a sound pro-value for 
the females he has to sell. A breeder 
should have confidence in his animals 
and know the value of what he has to 
sell. So therefore, he should establish 


ST ae wm & price for his females. This price should 
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include ranch expenses, original herd in- 
vestment, advertising program and prob- 
ably the value of the herd itself as far 
as allowing you to establish an area to 
promote. I believe in personal contact 
very much, but I think herds are limited 
us to the size of area in which you can 
promote yourself through personal con- 
tacts. You very definitely have to know 
the business before you can sell it, so 
by all means get out and see as many 
other breeders as you can. 

You should have your females graded 
and set up into groups that are uniform 
according to age, size, open heifers, bred 
heifers, cows and calves; have them, if 
possible, conveniently located where you 
can show people. 

Now, how are you going to get buyers 
to your ranch or farm? Advertising in 
your livestock papers is one of the best 
outlets. You can fit your National As- 
sociation’s advertising into your sale 
program very easily. You should also 
keep in contact with your local associ- 
ation’s advertising and use that in your 
program. 

Maybe there are ranches or farms in 
your area that are turning some of their 
land into permanent pasture. That’s an 
opportunity for you to get out and sell 
your cattle. I think it’s very important 
that each breeder get out and know the 
farm programs that are being carried on 
in his area. Give a lot of consideration 
to the junior breeders or the young peo- 
ple that aren’t in the cattle business. 
Remember, we are building for the fu- 
ture as well as for ourselves. Associ- 
ation sales are another outlet, but be 
sure you find the sales that fit your cat- 
tle. The best seles for the better grade 
of cattle, mediocre sales for mediocre 
cattle and ete. Belong to as many live- 
stock associations as possible and partici- 
pute in them. Know what’s going on 
and know the livestock people. One 
thing you should never overlook is that 
many times the service sire of a sale fe- 
male can bring you many more dollars 
if he happens to be the right sire. In 
fact, the amount gained could be your 
profit. 

If you have a large enough program 
maybe you have a show herd and that 
show herd should have a correlated sale 
program within your females. If a show 
string doesn’t sell cattle, they’re failing 
somewhere along the line. 

I believe the future of the Angus busi- 
ness is brighter than ever before. You 
must have a concentrated effort if you 
wish to take advantage of the situation 
us it is today. You have to concentrate 
on females if you intend to sell them.

all the way from one to three cents a 
pound less than other breeds; so, we 
organized a commercial feeder sale in 
Baker, Oregon. We did it by getting all 
the breeders together and having a con- 
ference and deciding when and where to 
have the sale. In order to insure that 
all breeders would bring their cattle to 
the sale we assessed each member a dol- 
lar a head. This also took care of the 
advertising. 

The cattle at this annual sale are 
brought in a couple of days before the 
sale and are graded for size. They are 
sold in groups of 10 or more. Each year 
the quality and number of cattle in- 
creases and the sale has progressed very 
rapidly. Now, Angus are selling from 
two to three cents a pound higher than 
other breeds. 

Our main purpose in holding this sale 
was to get top prices and that is what it 
has accomplished. It has created interest 
in Angus cattle that I am sure can be 
duplicated successfully in other areas, 

The main thing in selling commercial 
bulls is to stand behind them just as you 
do your purebreds. Our private treaty 
bull sales are under the guarantee of the 
National Association. I think that’s 
pretty important. 

Brainard: Dr. Paul Keesee, will you 
tell us how to keep successful customers 
and how to be a successful salesman? 


Keesee: One of the tough problems of 
the business after the product has been 
sold, is to keep the purchaser happy. 
Everybody likes new customers, but none 
of us have the time to hunt them, so re- 
peat business is what will keep us going. 
To do this we have to service the product 
we’ve sold. The hardest product to ser- 
vice through the years is an oversold 
product. So, make sure you never over- 
sell one of your bulls. 

I think the important thing after a 
bull has been sold is to keep in contact 
with the buyer. Even if you sell a bull 
at a sale and don’t meet the man, make 
it a point to write to him and get over 
and see him soon after the sale. Let 
him know you're interested in him, his 
bull and his herd. 

Each of our breeding establishments 
is an educational service. We owe it to 
new breeders to help them with their 
problems. Someone said that your 
character is what your are and your 
reputation is what they think about you. 
Your customer must have confidence in 
you. 

Question: When is the best time to 
have a bull sale? 

Leachman: I think when organizing a 
bull sale it is very important to have a 
sale at the time your customers need to 
buy bulls. 

Rankin: You just can’t force these 
bulls on them.

able to withstand the strain. 

Since they are already accustomed to 
dry feeds by the time they are weaned, 
they are less likely to suffer digestive 
disorders when they enter the feed lot. 
They will settle down quicker with very 
little shrinkage. 

Mr. Few says that creep feeding not 
only produces extra pounds of beef to 
sell, but it also increases the selling price 
$2.00 to $4.00 a ewt. because of the ad- 
ditional bloom and finish it gives the 
calves. 

Since creep feeding provides all feed 
and nutrients for rapid growth and de- 
velopment it helps maintain greater uni- 
formity and eliminates runts from poor 
milk cows, and first calf heifers. This 
makes a good creep feeding program 
especially valuable in case of extremely 
hot, dry weather, or other adverse con- 
ditions which interfere with cows’ nor- 
mal milk flow. 

Mr. Harley McQueen, herdsman for 
the J. C. McLean Dor-Mac Farms, well 
known Angus breeders in Quincy, Illinois 
says that when raising show and breed- 
ing stock, creep feeding is just as vital 
as when raising calves for beef purposes 
because there is so little time to get the 
calves ready. Creep feeding keeps calves 
from losing their baby fat, which is ex- 
pensive to get back once it is lost. Mr. 
McQueen says the smooth finish and 
early additional bloom it gives to calves 
makes creep feeding almost essential to 
produce prize winning breeding stock. 
And, of course, here again uniformity is 
all important. 

An indirect benefit of creep feeding is 
that it saves the mother cow. Cows 
whose calves have been creep fed weigh 
thirty to forty pounds more at weaning 
and are in better condition to go into 
winter and the next gestation period. 

Although, feeding of special creep 
rations may be done at any age, most 
cattlemen start when calves are three to 
four weeks old. For best results, the 
feeder should be properly located. Young 
calves like to be near their mothers, so 
a good location is the spot where cows 
like to loaf. It should be near shade 
and water if possible. 

A self-feeder makes the job of creep 
feeding easier. In selecting a feeder be 
sure it is designed to protect feed from 
th weather and to eliminate feed waste. 

With the help of the right kind of 
equipment it is comparatively easy to 
carry out an effective creep feeding pro- 
gram, and in summarizing the above it 
will pay off in six ways: 1. Heavier 
calves at weaning, 2. Feed saved by early 
marketing, 3. A higher price per pound 
because of extra bloom and finish, 4. 
Less shrinkage, 5. Greater uniformity, 
6. Saves mother cow.

CHANGING DEMANDS FOR 
BEEF BULLS 

“Disturbing” reports from America 

Fundamental changes in the overseas 
demand for British beef bulls are fore- 
cast by Professor M, McG. Cooper, of 
King’s College, Newcastle. Drawing at- 
tention to “stirrings” throughout the 
world in the demand for performance- 
tested bulls, he prophecies that it is un- 
likely that overseas pedigree breeders 
will turn to this country for bulls unless 
they get assurance that they will be able 
to buy what they want. 

Writing in the summer edition of the 
“Aberdeen-Angus Review”, published to- 
day, Professor Cooper states: “There are 
disturbing reports from North America 
that there is an increasing demand for 
performance-tested bulls, i. e. bulls which 
have made good weight for age under 
standard conditions from weaning to 15 
months of age. Research has shown that 
bulls that grow well will have offspring 
that also grow well and that weight for 
age is a major factor in determining 
profitability, because it is highly cor- 
related with efficiency of food conver- 
sion. 

“It is highly probable that South 
Americans, Australians, and New Zea- 
landers will follow suit, and if they do, 
our export trade will be in jeopardy. 
Already the New Zealanders are per- 
formance-testing Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
at their Ruakura Research Station. 

“Where does the individual breeder 
stand in these changes”, asks Professor 
Cooper, “He can do little by himself 
for he can’t run authenticated weight 
for age tests with his own bulls. This 
is where a breed society may come in to 
provide a service not only to help its 
progressive members, but to safeguard 
its breed in competition with others”. 

Interesting developments in the Eng- 
lish beef industry, in which the Aber- 
deen-Angus is already playing a sub- 
stantial part, are discussed by the writer- 
farmer Alan Exley, in the “English Sup- 
plement” of the Aberdeen-Angus Review. 
He forecasts that the trend towards beef 
production among dairy farmers may 
shortly lead to a minor boom in good 
commercial beef bulls, and that many 
dairy farmers will soon invest in some- 
thing their farms have not seen for years 
—a real live bull.

March 1932 sale in his JOURNAL col- 
umn states that 13 females averaged 
about $50 each. He did not report the 
bull average but stated the top bull sold 
for $150 and mentions some good bulls 
selling from $90 to $100. Here was an 
extreme in prices, of course, but as the 
association continued its growth, its 
combined quality and breeding coupled 
with the rising market gave it a 
vigorous shot in the arm. Today the 
association ranks as one of the top such 
organizations in the nation.

About now the fate of the Senate farm 
bill could be being decided on Capitol 
Hill. As we went to press, it was the 
only major agricultural legislation that 
stood a chance for final action this year 
following the resounding House defeat 
of the so-called omnibus or all-com- 
modity farm bill. 


Would passage of the Senate bill af- 
fect cattlemen? 


The answer is, Yes, definitely, pro- 
viding feed provisions approved by the 
Senate Agricultural committee were left 
in the bill. The legislation as written by 
the committee, for one thing, eliminates 
allotments on corn and other feed grains. 


Controls, moreover, would be taken off 
as soon as possible; that is, next year. 
Would this encourage production of still 
more feed grains, adding to present large 
supplies . . . possibly set off a boom- 
bust cycle in the cattle business ? 


Nobody can tell, but at least a few 
people think so. 


New and lower price supports provided 
in the Senate legislation, however, might 
well hold down production. Only time 
could tell. 


The bill provides for corn supports at 
90% of the previous 3-year average mar- 
ket price, Or, to put it another way, at 
10% below prior market averages. 


The support system, in other words, 
contains a built-in mechanism to assure 
that government guarantees stay under 
market “normal” levels. Corn support, 
however, would not be allowed to drop 
below a minimum of $1.10 per bushel. 


All corn would be treated the same, 
wherever grown. There would be 
no “commercial” and “non-commercial” 
growing areas as in the past. 


Price floors under oats, barley, rye, 
and grain sorghums would be pitched at 
a level deemed to be in fair relationship 
but, the members of the Senate 
provided, “not

Got grasshopper troubles? 


Worried USDA officials at press time,

"hoppers in years, said they were pre- 
pared to help out to the extent the law 
allows anywhere there is serious threat. 


Infestation at press time was reported 
by pest controllers in Washington to be 
“critical” in parts of the five states of 
Colorado, Oklahoma, Kansas, New Mexi- 
co, and Texas, Close watch was being 
kept in other states, particularly Nebras- 
ka. 


Eleven million acres, altogether, were 
thought to be infested, with about one- 
third of that total in critical shape. 


States and farmers are given primary 
financial responsibility for control under 
present laws. But USDA may pay one- 
third the cost of spraying range and 
waste land. 


Insecticides being recommended for 
war against infestation are dieldrin, 
heptachlor, and Aldrin, 


Good news for farmers in legislative 
developments is the recent congressional 
action ending the 3% tax on freight—all 
freight whether it moves by air, water, 
or on the ground. The repeal action takes 
effect August 1... will reduce the costs 
of what the farmer buys and also what 
he sells. 


The excise tax has been costing al- 
most one-half billion dollars annually, 
say analysts. Much of that amount, say 
farm leaders, has been paid by produc- 
ers, 


The humane slaughter bill passed by 
the House has been amended by the 
Senate Ag. committee. The House bill 
provides that the government buy ready 
meats only from packers who observe 
“humane” slaughter methods (as de- 
termined by the Agriculture Secretary). 
The Senate amendment, however, would 
provide 2 years of research on slaughter 
methods—after which USDA would re- 
port its findings to Congress. 


The Soil Bank conservation reserve 
for 1959 is being sweetened up. 


Increase in the annual per-acre pay- 


ment rate will be about one-third, the 
USDA says, or a national average of 
$13.50—up from $10. State rates hadn’t 
been finally worked out at press time. 
Also, there will be variations between 
counties—and, for 1959, between indi- 
vidual farms. 


Above rates apply to cropland—row 
crops and grains, In addition, the rate 
for “non-diversion” acres “mostly hay 
and pasture that has been either har- 
vested or used in rotation)” will be 
boosted—from 30% to 50% of the 
regular annual rate. 


USDA says there will not be a bid 
program such as was tried in a few 
states last year, where farmers were 
asked to say what they would take for 
banking all their eligible land. 


Whole-farm payments, however, will 
be increased considerably. In addition, 
USDA announced, there will be a 10% 
bonus payment for whole farms. 


In some cases, the figures show, whole- 
farm payments could go up as much as 
100% and more. 


New rates for the reserve, USDA said, 
will apply only to land banked in the 
1959 reserve, and perhaps thereafter. 
Payments on land already in the reserve 
will remain at contract levels. Con- 
tracts under the program require pro- 
ducers to leave their land in the reserve 
anywhere from 3 to 10 years. 


A major change in the program will 
be the establishment of different rates of 
payment for individual farms in the 
county. Better land will bring higher 
payments, the department said, the idea 
being to use the conservation reserve to 
reduce surpluses. 


This means that you can dicker with 
the county committee as to your pay- 
ment rate. Congress, in fact, directed 
the department to take into account the 
producer’s estimate of the worth of his 
land, Cost-sharing payments are to be 
made as usual in the first year of the 
contract on practices carried out to con- 
vert cropland to conservation use. 


The ’59 signup is expected to get under 


way in some areas in September or late 
August.

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Wiirx THE PRESENT PRICE of beef cattle what it is and 
the tremendous number of them which are consumed each year 
by the meat eating population of the United States, it is diffi- 
cult to imagine that in the early days of the cattle industry in 
the far West the value of the beef animal was what could be 
gotten for the hide and the tallow. 


The production of beef cattle in the United States began 
in 1542 in Southern California. It was during that year that 
the famous Spanish explorer Cabrillo discovered San Diego 
Bay. After this, other ships came from Spain bringing soldiers,

muleteers, vaqueros and some Franciscan Priests and no doubt, 
a few cattle and horses. But it was not until 1769 that we 
know much about the cattle industry in this area. It was in 
that year that Portola and his overland marchers arrived from 
Mexico and encamped where the Santa Barbara court house 
now stands. With him and his associate Padres there rode a 
military escort, vaqueros and a group of young Spanish Cabal- 
leros. It was then that the real cattle business began. The gay 
and colorful young Spaniards became possessed of large tracts 
of land, in some instances very large grants direct from the 
King of Spain. The boundaries of some of these old Spanish 
grants still exist although they have long since been broken 
up into smaller individually owned tracts. Some of them are 
still quite extensive in size. But on the whole, this great ex- 
panse of fertile valleys and upland hills, once used exclusively 
for grazing, has now become highly developed farm land, hill 
pasture land, irrigated pastures and more intensive types of 
farming, such as citrus and vegetable growing. The proud 
Spanish Caballero no longer exists although some of the 
descendants of these early Spanish land holders are still 
operating ranches, in an entirely different way of course, in 
Southern California and some other parts of the far West. 


The historic Missions of California, numbering twenty-one, 
which attract thousands of sight-seers from all parts of the 
world every year, were founded by the Franciscan Padres be- 
ginning with San Diego and extending to Sonoma just north 
of San Francisco. These Missions were established at strategic 
points, and all of them in advantageous locations for carrying 
on agricultural pursuits, chiefly cattle raising. Their first 
duty was to convert the Indians and to afford places of worship 
for the early settlers. The two most important of all of the 
Missions were the Santa Barbara and the Santa Ines, both of 


206 


which are located in Santa Barbara county, one in what is now 
the city of Santa Barbara and the other in the Santa Ynez 
Valley, only a few miles from our ranch. These two Missions 
were not only the two most important at the time of their 
founding but they are amongst the few which are still being 
used for public worship. 


The Missions have passed through several cycles of oper- 
ation. They remained under the Franciscan Fathers, who 
founded them, for thirty-two years. Then they were seized by 
the Mexican government and turned over to temperal manage- 
ment. In 1834 the Missions were secularized, or confiscated, 
and their management passed out of the hands of the Padres 
to those of politically appointed administrators. A better day 
dawned for them temporarily in 1842 with the appointment by 
the Pope of a Bishop for the two Californias, lower and upper. 
The Missions were then ordered back into the keeping of the 
Franciscan Fathers. But they had been administered almost 
out of existance. One of the Padres at that time said, “the 
grapes have been stolen, the corn has been destroyed and 
many of the cattle have been killed.” 


The Missions owned large tracts of land and were respon- 
sible for much of the agricultural activity of the early days. 
As a matter of fact, they were more instrumental than any 
other agency in the development of the early agriculture and 
cattle raising of California. It is reported that in the early 
eighteen hundreds, the Missions owned 153,000 cattle, a large 
number of houses and their land holdings were vast. Under 
later governments, they were devested of all of this wealth. 
That, however, is another story. 


Aside from the land owned and operated by the Missions 
largely through the labor of their neophytes, cattle raising 
which constituted the bulk of the agricultural activity, was 
conducted by large land owning individual operators. The 
proud and colorful Spaniard largely made up the population. 
His interests were vast and he lived a gay and carefree life, 
much on the order of the nobility of his mother country. Al- 
though distances were great, people got together in a neigh- 
borly way, fiestas and other social affairs were numerous 
where the young Caballero frolicked and danced with the 
pretty Senorita. And music, as only the Spanish can play it 
and sing to it, enlivened the scene. 


There was another side to this interesting life of the 
Ranchero. Although cattle, which were their main product, 
were cheap, still the raising of them, even on the open range, 
required a certain amount of attention and labor. The atten- 
tion and management was, of course, the obligation of the 
owner or his manager, as the case might be. The ranches were 
large. It was not uncommon to run as many as 15,000 head of 
cattle, seven or eight thousand horses and in some cases, 
several thousand sheep, An operator of this kind would employ 
perhaps a hundred or more vaqueros, forerunner of the Amer- 
ican cowboy, and numerous house servants. These big rancheros 
lived in large houses which were constantly open to friends 
and any traveler in need. The life in them was spacious, 
gracious and cordial. 


The vaqueros in the early days came mostly from Mexico. 
Like the American cowboy who succeeded him, he was a daring, 
hard riding young man who would endure, and did endure, 
cheerfully the hardships of a life in the open with nothing 
between his bed and the stars. 


These were the men who looked after the cattle. His at- 
tire was a sweaty shirt, red sash, knee pants with buttons at 
the bottom, leather leggings and low heeled buckskin shoes. 
He wore a wide belt and a knife stuck into the garter of his 
right leg. He used a Spanish rigged saddle with a big round 
horn and his legs were covered by “armas” to protect them 
from the chaparrol. These later became known as “chaps” 
and are still worn by cowboys, (Continued on page 256

THE HOME OF QUALITY ABERDEEN-ANGUS FOR 29 YEARS 
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A decline in the fat steer and yearling 
market that actually began the latter 
part of May, carried right through the 
June period and sent live prices to their 
lowest position in four months. Although 
this lower trend is seasonal, the two 
major factors that kept the trade under 
pressure the past four weeks was in- 
creased volume and lower wholesale beef 
prices. 


Volume during the month of June 
jumped to 214,600 head or 17 per cent 
ubove the previous month and the 
biggest total thus far this year. 


Reports indicate a good deal of cattle 
are still back in feedlots. In all likeli- 
hood, marketings of these finished steers 
the last half of the year will be some- 
what heavier than that of the first half 
of 1958. The big “64 dollar” question 
that is being asked from one end of the 
Yards to the other is will producers con- 
tinue to register profitable price mar- 
gins? 


Without a doubt the high time for fat 
steers has already passed. The industry 
is confronted with bigger numbers 
through the balance of the year and 
most certainly fat steers will be under 
some pressures during the months to 
come. However, we cannot forget that 
to date, tonnage of beef is still below 
that of a year ago. Consumer demand 
held up exceptionally well during the low 
time of the recession and with a rising 
trend in business in the offing, this de- 
mand by consumers is gradually in- 
creasing. There is a good possibility 
that any further decline in the fat steer 
trade will be very slight. 


We cannot forget that the overall out- 
put of meat in this country so far this 
year has been steadily declining, The 
first half of 1958 showed that inspected 
packers produced 9,130,000 pounds of all 
meat, a drop of 621,000,000 pounds from 
the like period a year ago. A more 
recent report showed that cold storage 
holdings of meat are the smallest on 
record for a June period. Stocks of beef 
totaled 99,131,000 pounds as compared 
with 130,412,000 a year ago. Only 
245,598,000 pounds of pork were in stor- 
age as compared with the 322,298,000 
pounds a year ago. 

The “shortage” plus our attractive 
prices has stimulated a movement of 


foreign meat into this country. All in- 
dications are that this increase of meat

shipments over our borders might set 
new all-time records for imports, 

Latest USDA figures show that almost 
500,000 head of cattle and calves were 
passed for entry into the United States 
over the Northern and Southern borders 
during the first five months of this year. 
In the five months there were 202,638 
cattle and calves from Canada and 
259,419 from Mexico. 

Certainly the American farmer has a 
tremendous task in front of him in the 
future years, trying to satisfy the great- 
est number of consumers than ever be- 
fore in the history of our country. 

The fat steer trade in Chicago during 
June dipped to its lowest point since 
February of this year. Buyers paid an 
average price of $28.60 for all steers, 
off 65¢ from the previous month and 
exactly $1.00 under the high time set 
back in April. 


The decline was centered around steers 
grading average choice and above. There 
was virtually no price changes noted in 
steers grading low choice and below, 
mainly high good and down. It was al- 
so noted that the expansion in receipts 
was mainly steers grading average 
choice and above, weighing above 1150 
pounds. 


The lesser quality cattle, used mainly 
for hamburger, stew meat and sausage 


come into more demand during the sum- 
mer period. However, with this increase 
in the movement of better cattle it may 
lessen the price over the counters in 
chain stores of the better cuts of beef 
and offer the public the largest supply 
of top grade cuts since last winter. 

Prime steers open the month selling 
at $33.50. This price was paid for two 
loads of Angus steers from reputation 
feedlots in Illinois and Iowa. The top 
on prime beeves gradually eased down- 
ward until it rested at $31.50 at the 
close. This was the lowest for any 
month since December, 1957. 

Throughout the month numerous loads 
of Angus cattle topped the market from 
$30.25 to $32.50 and averaged from 1165 
to 1464 pounds. 

The bulk of the steers graded choice 
and moved into killer channels at prices 
ranging from $26.50 to $29.00, Just be- 
fore the close, lightweight yearlings 
practically had a market all of their 
own as the demand for these kinds re- 
mained rather broad. Lately this class 
showed some strength in price as they 
only made up a small percentage of the 
receipts. Scattered loads of high choice 
to prime yearlings averaging under the 
1100 pound mark sold readily from 
$29.00 to $30.50, some fancy kinds bring- 
ing more. 


While the better grades of steers

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Production of Beef Cattle in the Southeast 


by RONALD JONES 
Andrews, South Carolina 


Beef cattle production in the Southeast 
has made tremendous progress in the 
past decade, and is now of great economic 
importance in this area. The Southeast 
for many years was an area of one-arm 
farming — mainly cotton and tobacco 
which kept the farmer and his family 
productively employed for a period of five 
months, and left him with no income for 
approximately seven months of the year. 
As surpluses of cotten and tobacco ac- 
cumulated with prices so low, farmers 
could no longer gain a living from the 
production of these two crops. Acreage 
controls were born. Ag land wag taken 
out of cotton and tobacco production un- 
der government controls, farmers began 
to look around for new crops to grow on 
these idle acres. For years the South- 
eastern farmer had fought grass and 
since grass grew so productively, cattle 
looked like a good thing for those idle 


acres. 


Great credit is due to the experimental 
stations and the agricultural colleges of 
the Southeast for their outstanding work 
in the field of genetics in producing new 
grasses and legumes for the new type 
of farming that has come about. Twelve 
months grazing is no longer an idle dream 
but a reality. With our long growing 
season and ample rainfall we are able to 
produce an abundance of grass and le- 
gumes for the entire year, For example, 
we have winter permanent pastures con-

sisting of Fescue and Ladino Clover or 
White Dutch Clover. This type pasture 
gives excellent grazing from October 
through June. We also have winter tem- 
porary pastures consisting of Rye Grass 
and Crimson Clover with the small grains 
such as oats, rve, barley and wheat. 
These are usually planted the first of 
October and are ready for grazing arouna 
the first of December. These temporary 
pastures provide excellent grazing from 
December through May and also allow 
for rotation of cattle from winter per- 
manent to winter temporary pastures. 
For summer pastures we have a great 
variety of grasses and legumes. The per- 
manent summer pastures are mainly 
Coastal Bermuda which is a hybrid de- 
veloped by the Georgia Experimenta: 
Station, Bahai grass and Dallis grass 
and Serecia lespedeza. The temporary 
summer grazing pastures are Pearl Mil- 
let, Sudan grass—have hybrids of each 
—and the lespedezas. These summer pas- 
tures come in production around the 
middle of April and have excellent carry- 
ing capacity until around the first of No- 
vember. With the above varieties of 
grasses and legumes a completely sat- 
isfactory twelve months grazing program 
can be worked out. 


Beef cattle farming has been a great 
blessing to the Southeast in many ways. 
Before the coming of beef cattle on a 
large scale and the conservative type of 
farming and soil building that goes along 
with a cattle operation, our land in many 
areas was badly eroded and depleted of 
all minerals and organic matter. The de- 
veloping of pastures is conserving our 
soil and moisture. We found in the be- 
ginning through soil tests that our soils 
were deficient in calcium and also needed 
applications of complete fertilizers. In 
order to develop good pastures that in 
a normal year will carry a cow and a 
calf per acre, it is necessary to apply 
one ton of ground limestone per acre 
every five years, and also approximately 
300 pounds of a complete fertilizer in 
the spring and again in the fall—usually 
consisting of a 4-12-12. These fertilized 
pastures produce a very nutritious for- 
age that maintains the cattle in excellent 
condition. 


Another boon to the beef cattle busi- 


ness in the Southeast has been the de- 
velopment for that area of a satisfactory 
hybrid corn. Prior to this development 
our average production of corn was very 
low but with the newly adapted hybrids 
it is not uncommon to produce 80 or more 
bushels per acre. 


In order to fully utilize the value of 
good pastures and more abundant grains 
the introduction of better tyypes of beef 
cattle naturally followed. Ags farmers 
found that more money could be made 
from good cattle, notwithstanding higher 
initial cost of breeding stock, new reg- 
istered herds were established and ex- 
isting herds improved by the purchase 
of good bulls. As a result for the past 
few years the Southeast has been the 
outstanding market for good breeding 
stock. An examination of the records of 
sales of Angus cattle will show that for 
the past few years the Southeast has 
been among the heaviest buyers. Out- 
standing cattle are now being raised in 
the Southeast and some of the finest 
brood cow herds in the nation are to be 
found there. 


The Southeast grows all breeds of 
cattle, but the Angus cow has proven her 
worth on every farm where grown, while 
the Angus bulls are in increasing demand 
especially in the cross breeding programs. 
The commercial breeder likes the uni- 
formity of calves sired by Angus bulls, 
the decrease in calving troubles and has 
found that the more Angus blood an ani- 
mal carries the easier it is to feed to 
the higher beef grades. Formerly many 
of the cattle farmers operating a cow 
and calf program were selling off their 
calves at weaning age as feeder calves, 
but with the development of more and 
better pastures and the yield obtained 
from hybrid corn more and more breeders 
are feeding out their steer calves to 
grades of choice and prime. 


Rapid as the development of the beef 
cattle business has been in the Southeast 
we feel that this is only the beginning. 
With the natural advantages of the area 
in climate, long growing seasons, variety 
of nutritious grasses and high yielding 
hybrid corn and small grains, cattle 
farming should continue to grow and 
keep pace with the rapid industrial de- 
velopment of the South.

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the cows were tops out of the Maryland 
dispersion and included members of the 
Blackwood Lady, Miss Wix, Anoka Bar- 
bara M and Zara tribes, as well as others.

Big Day In The Delta Country 


Equen Plantation Host to 


One of the season’s very successful 
Field Days was presented by the Missis- 
sippi Aberdeen-Angus Association late 
in June at attractive Equen Plantation 
near Minter City. 


The Equen Plantation of Mr. and Mrs. 
C. J. “Chat” Rhodes, Jr., is one of the 
newer herds in the deep south, although 
commercial cattle had been run for a 
number of years prior to acquiring the 
first registered cattle in 1956, The plan- 
tation consists of 4,000 acres of rich 
Delta land, Of this about 700 acres is in 
cotton, about half of former acreages 
due to crop controls, So permanent pas- 
tures, feed crops, and top Black cattle 
are taking over. 


This economic shift in the Delta Coun- 
try, and other sections of the south, is 
coming fast. But the emphasis today is 
on quality cattle, rather than numbers. 
The Equen herd is a prime example. 
New, as herds go, it was founded by tak- 
ing the tops out of a herd being, dis- 
persed, plus group purchases from lead- 
ing breeders, The result is unusual uni- 
formity and quality. Visitors had para- 
ded before them young cattle shown last 
year, and others to be shown this year, 
that would look good in any section. 


Visitors at the Mississippi field day 
were in an optimistic mood on both reg- 
istered and commercial cattle. Gone is 
the day when the term “southern cattle” 
denoted something carrying a big per- 
centage of “piney woods” blood. Today 
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“Mississippi Angus” are in demand from 
corn belt feeders. Breeders present told 
of recent Angus feeder calf sales from 
31 to 36 cents a pound to Illinois and 
Iowa feeders. You don’t get prices like 
these on calves with just a black hide. 
These Mississippi Angus represent a 
long line of good registered bulls, cow 
herd culling, and hard work by these 
progressive southern breeders, And these 
sales have been made to repeat custom- 
ers who made money on former purchases. 


The morning program was given over 
to inspecting the cow herd, with “Chat” 
Rhodes and Jerry Morrow, cattle man- 
ager, supplying the information. Jerry 
is a native of Wyoming but sees in the 
Delta country unusual possibilities for 
top Angus cattle. “We can grow an un- 
believable amount of feed; our weather 
is mild; and good markets are opening 
up close at hand.” 


In the Timber Grove dispersion in 
Maryland, early in 1956, “Chat” Rhodes 
got his first introduction to the Angus 
public. Here Equen Plantation acquired 
the proven sire, Ankonian 3255th, a son 
of the International champion LEileen- 
mere 1032d and out of a great producing 
cow of Black Belmore-Ames Plantation 
breeding. The “3255th” had done a great 
breeding job in the east. He is doing as 
well, or better, in Mississippi. For he has 
been given a group of females to work 
with that are real eye-fillers—matrons 
with a lot of quality and body. Some of

stration, was conducted by E. E. Grisson 
and Dr. Charles Lindley of Mississippi 
State College. The young cattle used in 
the type demonstration were by An- 
konian 3255. 


The noon meal featured a fish fry with 
catfish fresh from the Tallahatchie river.

Les Ljungdahi, manager of Essar 
Ranch, San Antonio, Texas, opened the 
afternoon program with a talk on the 
production testing of bulls as practiced 
at Essar. The Texan pointed out that 
visual appraisal alone, or weight gains 
alone, could result in trouble, Used to- 
gether they form a valuable tool in ap- 
praising young bulls, and keeping a 
record on herd sires. Essar keeps a very 
complete record on its cattle. Calves are 
weighed and graded at birth and again 
at weaning time. This latter record is 
adjusted to 205 days of age and takes 
into consideration the age of the cow. 
By keeping a close track of gainability, 
which is an inherited factor, and paying

Casa Vaca Angus, owned by Dr. and 
Mrs. R. E. Shands, is a herd with a se- 
lective foundation. Its development has 
been through the purchase of top indi- 
viduals at various sales and from out- 
standing breeders. 


The first females were purchased at 
the Marycrest dispersion sale in 1953, 
where one of the herd’s top producers 
was offered—Homeplace Burgess 4th. 
Better known as “Baby Doll” she was 
1947 first prize winner at the Inter- 
national and came on to produce two 
$6,000 heifers. A great cow, and con- 
sidered one of the best of the breed by 
J. B. McCorkle, she is leading lady in 
Casa Vaca’s 60 brood cow herd. 


The selection of other foundation fe- 
males for the Casa Vaca herd came from 
Model Farms, Red Top, Craiglands, Sun 
Blest, Ralph L. Smith, Harpeth Valley, 
McCorkle Park, the Bee-Mac sale, 
Moore’s Angus Farm and the Mississippi 
Futurity sale. A complete roster of pop- 
ular families with excellent breeding can 
be found at Casa Vaca. 


The senior herd sire, Marycrest Eileen- 
mere 57th, was purchased at the Mary- 
crest dispersion as a calf at side, sired 
by Eileenmere 487th, the “Wonder Bull” 
of the breed. His dam, Bonniebrook Elba 
6th, is a granddaughter of Blakeford 
Black Major. In service as a junior size 
is Casa Vaca Ejileenmere 487th, a son 
of the Marycrest bull, who, like his sire, 
carries plenty of substance, bone and 
masculinity. 


Casa Vaca is located on the southern 
edge of New Albany in northeastern 
Mississippi. In charge of the 175 acres 
operation and herd is Farm Manager 
Grady Yarbrough with Richard Gordon, 
herdsman. In addition to the New Al- 
bany farm, the Shands also have 1,000 
acres of timber land in the eastern sec- 
tion of the county.

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Hidden Treasures Among Angus 


by W. J. FOSTER 
Stanley, Kentucky 


Doubtless everyone of us are interested 
in the accumulation of wealth in one 
form or another and for one reason or 
another. This wealth can take many 
forms such as silver and gold, real estate 
in the form of houses and land, treasures 
such as precious jewels and great works 
of art, stocks and bonds, and machinery 
considered valuable by men to dig pre- 
cious things from the earth such as 
fertilizer, coal, and oil, and the various 
metals, Also one might become rich in 
machinery to cultivate the land and pro- 
duce the many commodities considered 
necessary to feed, and clothe and house 
the multitudes of the earth and in ma- 
chinery necessary to transport all of 
these finished products to the ultimate 
consumers. These things and many more 
constitute the tangible wealth of the 
world not to mention the intangible 
weaith of an abundant life which may be 
ours, when we feel that we are managing 
ovr possessions in a way that tends to 
produce more abundant living for all. 


Cattle are not the least among the 
things which God created to bless man’s 
stay on earth. The story of creation 
says that “God made cattle after their 
kind.” The Word also says that Abra- 
ham was very rich in cattle, in silver and 
in gold. It also reveals that his grand- 
sons Jacob and Esau were so rich in cat- 
tle that they were unable to dwell to- 
gether because the land could not bear 
their herds, Certainly then cattle as 
wealth are not new to the world and 
there is little doubt that they constituted 
one of the chief forms of man’s wealth 
long before the dawn of history. 


But here we are interested in dis- 
cussing a particular kind of cattle and 
how “Hidden Treasures” are mingled 
with them. Now a treasure is something 
that we prize very highly, something 
that is precious to us. A “Hidden Treas- 
ure” is something that actually is very 
valuable and yet is disguised in such a 
way that we may not readily recognize 
it as being valuable. There are many 
obscure values which accrue to everyone 
who breeds Angus cattle. 


First there is the more or less hidden 
value of improved pastures, To be suc- 
cessful in developing a good herd of An- 
gus you must have pasture land. At 
first this may be thin, depleted land a- 
bounding in obnoxious weeds and brush. 
Angus cattle will materially assist in 
ridding this land of undesirable growth 
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(Edtor’s Note: There is more to the Angus business than the mere 
raising and accumulation of cattle, W. J. Foster of Floodlands Farm, 
Stanley, Kentucky, tells us in the following thought-provoking article. 
Our Kentucky friend draws on many years experience as an Angus 
cattleman to present some of the Hidden Treasures found on our acres.) 


thus making room for the nutritive 
grasses and legumes so essential to good 
pastures. In most cases you will want 
to hurry the improvement of these pas- 
tures by the addition of the necessary 
fertilizers and lime to improve the 
growth of the desired forage. You do 
not do this with the thought of causing 
the land to become more valuable but 
merely to increase its carrying capacity 
in order that your cattle may thrive and 
multiply. Thus your land becomes more 
valuable while you are scarcely aware of 
it, since the welfare of the cattle is the 
thing that was uppermost in your mind. 


Next a general improvement in the 
land is accomplished because you are 
following natures own best way—a bal- 
ance between plant and animal growth. 
The cattle consume the grass and the 
droppings including the trampled growth 
and even the grass roots themselves 
increase the soil humus and water ab- 
sorbing cap xcity of the land. Thus the 
physical condition of the soil is greatly 
improved and the pastures become more 
lush as the years go by. Of this treas- 
ure too you are scarcely aware. 


In developing a herd of Angus cattle 
you will need some facilities for handling 
them. These facilities of course will 
vary because ef differences in climate 
and rainfall and the general lay of the 
land. In most of Mid-America however 
you will need fencing, cattle sheds, 
graneries, silos, hay sheds, feeding bunks, 
machines for preparing feed and dis- 
tributing it, pens and suitable quarters 
for the bulls, and various fields where 
the numerous sorts of cattle can be 
properly wintered and fed. For example 
mature cows and young heifers as a rule 
do not winter well together since the 
younger animals will require a some- 
what better ration than the cows. As 
you add these necessary facilities your 
farm gradually takes on the appearance 
of a well developed ranch or an improved 
farm and all this at considerable expense 
to you. But you take little account of 
this expense because your primary goal 
is the establishment of a good herd of 
Angus cattle and these expenses and im- 
provements are merely incidental to the 
realization of your goal. 


Then, as the years rapidly pass you 
will become rich in experience in the art 
of handling a herd. You will learn many 
things of great value to you such as, 
what is the best and most economical 
feed, what is the best time in the year 
to have your calves arrive, the best time 
to vaccinate, the best time and way to 
tattoo or brand, the best time and way 
to castrate, the best time and way to 
spray or otherwise treat your cattle 
against losses from flies and other pests 
and diseases. You will learn many things 
about handling and feeding your bulls to 
keep them potent over a long period of 
years. You will learn the proper con- 
dition to keep your cow herd in to pro- 
duce a maximum calf crop. You will 
learn about creep feeding calves and its 
value. These things and many more will 
make you rich in experience and you will 
be able to cash in on your improved 
methods through the years. This ex- 
perience then is a “Hidden Treasure” 
which is no less an asset even though 
you do not list it on your financial state- 
ment. 


If you are a good herdsman there will 
be an improvement in your cattle over 
a perio] of years. This is not easily ac- 
complished. But, it will come partly by 
trial and error in your matings of vari- 
ous families and partly from your study 
of the experiences of other breeders. You 
will learn that certain strains of popular 
bulls will tend to improve your herd, 
while others no less popuiar will be of 
little value to you. Frequently this will 
be difficult to explain and only expe- 
rience and close scrutiny will teach you. 
Yes the herd does show improvement but 
if you are smart you will carry this im- 
provement as a “Hidden Treasure” until 
such a day when the improvement will 
be appraised by others. 


Not the least among your “Hidden 
Treasures” will be your increased love 
for your cattle. Walk out through the 
pasture with a friend who may point to 
a very excellent cow and he may ask 
about her background. You will proudly 
explain that you have known her an- 
cestry for many generations, that you 
have been greatly in love with them and 
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HIS CALVES... 
show the “PLUS AMOUNT” in the pay off area...

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that this affection becomes deeper as 
the generations pass and that the cow 
in question has a secure place in the 
herd, This love will not be yours alone, 
but you will share it with your family 
and with your fellow workers. And this 
love becomes a precious thing to you and 
to your children and to the herd since 
it increases your enthusiasm and tends 
to keep you on your toes in handling the 
cattle and improving the farmstead.

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been a time when cattle could not be 
sold for cash. All of us have heard of 
a time when our fathers could not sell 
their turnips nor their potatoes, and of 
a time when there was corn to burn, but 
none of us have heard stories of a time 
when cattle were unsalable. In that 
sense then cattle are a “Hidden Treas- 
ure” because they are “the same as cash” 
as our friend said and yet they are not 
cash, They do not have the elusive 
characteristic of cash and all of us know 
that cash tends to get away from us 
very easily. No smooth-tongued promoter 
can trade us far-away oil well stock for 
them, nor can some bankrupt relative or 
friend induce us to chock for them. Our 
love for the cattle serves as a shock 
absorber and we take some time to think 
before we convert them into cash. 


Not the least among the “Hidden 
Treasures” which are ours in the de- 
velopment of a good herd of An- 
gus stands a circle of fine, loyal cat- 
tle friends, Those who work with us 
become friends, whether at home or in 
the various cattle associations of which 
we may be members. Those who buy 
from us tend to become friends and those 
from whom we buy. Fieldmen who work 
for the promotion of the breed and ad- 
vertising men are listed among our best 
friends and so they are. We must also 
include fellow breeders far and near who 
easily become our friends because they 
have the same problems as we and in 
solving these we can become very helpful 
to each other. 


Finally may we say that the by-pro- 
ducts as “Hidden Treasures” mingled 
with the development of a herd of good 
Angus cattle may actually add up to be 
more valuable than the cattle themselves.

commercial cattleman and well known 
Coastal Bermuda expert from Allendale, 
S. C.; and Mr. T. H. Copeland, cattleman 
from Clinton, S. C. Of particular interest 
to everyone present was the use of 
Coastal Bermuda in feeding the cowherd. 
Questions came from all sides and were 
readily answered by those experts. 

Part 2 of the program started at 11:00 
A. M. with a talk by a top feeder buyer, 
Mr. William A. Hilton of the Myers and 
Houseman Commission Company, Balti- 
more, Maryland. Mr. Hilton has had a 
great deal of experience in buying and 
selling feeder calves. His firm has 
handled many cattle coming from the 
southeastern part of the United States. 
Bill himself is no stranger to Carolinians, 
having been an assistant county agent in 
Guilford County, N. C. Everyone present 
learned a great deal from what he had 
to say in regard to the kind of feeder 
calves that are wanted today; namely, 
rugged, good boned calves with plenty of 
scale and quality behind them. Noted in 
particular was his remark that up until 
a few years ago, they preferred to buy 
cattle from the western part of the Caro- 
linas, but today good feeder calves are 
produced everywhere you find cattlemen 
with enough know-how. 

After an excellent lunch of barbecued 
beef, we came to Part 3 of the program 
and the principal speaker, Mr. Charles 


Codding of Wine Glass Ranch, Foraker, 
Oklahoma. Mr. Codding is one of the 
early users of production testing and has 
established a nationwide reputation as a 
feeder calf producer. He ig president of 
the American Beef Cattle Performance 
Registry Association. He gave a splendid 
talk on the way they are handling their 
cowherd in Oklahoma and he stressed 
particularly the importance of using top 
bulls and, of equal importance, keeping 
records on all the cattle on the farm. He 
also emphasized uniformity in the pro- 
duction of feeder calves. Of particular 
interest was his remark that they clip 
heads and tails of all the feeder calves 
before they go in a sale. 

Following Mr. Codding, Part 4 of the 
program began with Mr. Harry Faucette, 
general meat buyer for Colonial Stores 
in Atlanta, Georgia. Mr. Faucette de- 
scribed the important role of the house- 
wife in the beef cattle business. She is 
insisting on packaged meat today and in 
the future will demand more easily and 
quickly prepared meats and pre-cooked 
meats. The American housewife also 
demands more lean meat with some 
marbling and a lot less external fat. 

This very successful day closed with 
the auction of 12 feeder calves by Col. 
W. Scott Wilson. The top calf, sired by 
Eva's Bandolier Lad, sold for 65-%¢ per 
LB.

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Progress in the Southeast 


by GEORGE M. WHEELER 
Owner of Hickory Cove Farm 
Manager of Allandale Farms 


Sometime ago our good friend Cy 
Crane asked me to write an article for 
this issue on the progress of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle in the Southeast during 
the twenty years that I have been breed- 
ing and raising Angus cattle, and also 
to give a few words of advice to the new 
and inexperienced breeder. Since, by any 
stretch of the imagination, I am not a 
writer, I hope you readers will pardon 
many personal references and observa- 
tions. 


To me, the progress and increase that 
our breed has made during this period 
has been nothing short of phenomenal. 
Well do I recall the difficulty that we 
experienced in obtaining our first Angus 
bull twenty years ago for use on six 
grade heifers that we had purchased 
form Dr. U. G. Jones at his Wallace, 
Virginia farm. At that time, there was 
not a single herd of Angus cattle in our 
home country and not too many in the 
immediate area. Today within our 
county there are over fifty members of 
the American Association. Just such 
increases are commonplace within the 
entire Southeast. At that time there 
were very few auction sales held. Today 
there are enough sales in the Southeast 
to keep one busy just attending them. 

All the false propaganda regarding 
our breed that was used so flagrantly 
was to no avail for their merit was too 
easily recognized and the breed, though 
comparatively new, continued to receive 
favor and grow more popular with the 
years. 


Other than the recognized merits of 
our breed and their splendid adaptability 
to our area, there are many other factors 
that have definitely helped to promote 
this splendid growth. For example, 
many of the early progressive breeders 
more or less pioneered for the breed and 
participated in varying degrees upon a 
national scale. Some of these were 
French Broad, MacMor, Hardwick, Ames 
Plantation of Tennessee, Modena and 
Lorraine of Georgia, Clarkland and Hill 
Crest of Kentucky, Marydale of Louisi- 
ana, Aldridge Bros. and Jackson of Mis- 
sissippi, J. P. Ramsey of Florida, Brays 
Island in South Carolina, just to name 
a few of the larger early day herds. By 
all means, the smaller breeders of the 
area greatly helped to establish our 
breed too. Then the formation of many 
local and state associations has definite- 
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(Editor’s Note: Although still a young man George Wheeler has been 
actively associated with Angus cattle for two decades and has been a 
pioneer in the breed’s growth in the Southeast. He has been active as an 
owner and as a manager of a top herd, and has exerted much good 
through his active participation in Angus associations in this good cattle 
country. We know of no one with greater enthusiasm for the breed, or 
more willingness to help a novice breeder. For this reason we are very 
happy to present the following pertinent information.) 


ly been an excellent stimulant to the 
growth of the Angus breed. The South- 
eastern Association, though now some- 
what inactive, in my mind, was one of 
the most useful associations to function 
in our area. I shall ever be grateful to 
those early officers of that association 
for the great service that was rendered 
to our entire breed. The Southeastern 
area was somewhat united through this 
organization, and many successful sales 
were held under its management. The 
annual meeting was always a well at- 
tended event. 


The Southeast has been fortunate in 
having some excellent fieldmen to rep- 
resent both the various publications and 
the American Association. These individ- 
uals have certainly contributed to the 
promotion of our breed, and have rend- 
ered great service to the individual 
breeders. 


Many, many changes in _ livestock 
methods have occurred during these 
twenty years, including such things as 
Bang’s control. Vaccination has eliminat- 
ed one of the greatest threats to the 
cattle owner. Mechanization of farms 
and the switch from row crops to grass- 
land farming has occurred. Better meth- 
ods of marketing through auction sales 
and well organized feeder calf sales 
have been a beneficial factor to the 
Southern cattle producer. Better man- 
agement practices are developing and 
will continue to develop. Artificial in- 
semination has come into widespread 
use recently for the purebred breeder. 
To me, the picture for the breeder of 
Angus cattle within our area is indeed 
a favorable one. Today, the fads and 
fancies of our business have been some- 
what eliminated, but interest in quality 
cattle is higher than at any period dur- 
ing the past two decades. With a breed 
of cattle whose quality is unsurpassed, 
with natural elements necessary for the 
production of beef cattle, access to the 
greatest beef markets of the United 
States, and an ever increasing popula- 
tion, the future is indeed bright. 


Always, as I attend a consignment 
sale, or visit the farm of the newer 
breeder, I feel the desire to offer some 
word of advice or suggestion that might 
help him along the road as a breeder 
of better Aberdeen-Angus. To become 
a true breeder of quality cattle is not 
a simple nor short process. Time and 
patience are essential. Often I am con- 
cerned by the great number of persons 
who enter into the purebred business, 
operate for a short while with great 
zeal, then sell out for various reasons. 
Problems will arise within any purebred 
operation, but if the breeder has a true 
love for the business these problems can 
be overcome. The great breeders of all 
the breeds are those who have stayed 
with their undertaking over the years, 
such as the Tolans with Angus, Mathers 
Bros. with Shorthorns, and _ Robert 
Hazlitt with Herefords. 


Well do I recall years ago a discussion 
with Joe Keefauver in which we agreed 
that there is plenty of room at the top 


within the purebred Aberdeen-Angus 
business. This still holds true, and al- 
ways will. Many ordinary cattle are 


produced, but true quality is greatly lim- 
ited. To become a true breeder, animal 
husbandry education is helpful, but ex- 
perience is essential, therefore time is 
required. One must stick with his chosen 
task to develop an outstanding herd, or 
success will not be possible. If one does 
not possess a true love for cattle and the 
purebred business, then he should not 
undertake to develop a purebred herd. 
In my own case, there has never been 
any thought or desire to enter any other 
field. The friends and wonderful people 
that I have known who are connected 
with the livestock industry have been of 
greater value than words can express. 


How vividly do I recall my first auc- 
tion sale. Our entry was a four year old 
bull. I had had absolutely no experience 
in shearing, grooming, or any of the 
other prerequisites regarding prepara- 
tion for a sale. Jimmy Duff of MacMor

The Caballero or the Spanish Don dressed more resplen- 
dently. And the same was true of his riding equipment. His 
hat was black, wide brimmed, and low crowned. It was the 
forerunner of the present John B. Stetson Western hat. He 
went in for fancy saddles, many of which were trimmed with 
gold and silver. The stirrups were half circles carved out of 
oak, The rider rested only his toes in the stirrups which were 
covered with leather flaps for protecting the toes of fine boots 
from the brush. The bridle or headstall was black, the brow 
band often was embellished with silver. The reins were of 
plaited rawhide. For an outfit the early Californios went all 
out for fancy equipment. And what horseman doesn’t even 
today? 

This type of Californio rode side by side with the Indian 
vaquero because that was where his business interests were. 
This was the life of the cattle raiser of California until in the 
1840s when the Gringo of American came upon the scene. In 
any event, the vaquero or Californio cowboy beat the Midwest 
cowboy to the saddle by some four to eight decades. 

What has been said here is to eagerly outline the back- 
ground for the subject of this discussion, the Ranchero Visita- 
dores, an organization which exists today in this part of Cali- 
fornia with business headquarters in the City of Santa Bar- 
bara, whose roots are deep in the soil of early Spanish lore. 

As has been mentioned, this part of the country was 
divided into large rancheros and the homes of the operators 
were far apart. The means of travel and communication were 
mostly by horseback although, of course, carriages and stage 
coaches were also used. 

For sociability and also for aiding each other, the ranch- 
eros at certain times of the year would congregate in groups 
and either for a holiday or for a more serious purpose would 
ride from ranch to ranch. Such groups were known as Ranch- 
eros Visitadores, translated—Ranch Visitors. 

This custom, along with others of those happy and care- 
free days amongst the early California cattle raisers, went 
the way of other changes from Spanish to American life. 
When the Americans captured the Presido in the Pueblo of 
Santa Barbara, California became a territory of the United 
States. 

The present city of Santa Barbara and the surrounding 
country still reflect their early Spanish heritage in architec- 
ture, names and the operation of the picturesque old Missions. 

In the late twenties, a young man, whose friendship I have 
enjoyed for many years, acquired a very large tract of land in 
the Santa Ynez Valley about thirty miles northwest of Santa 
Barbara. And upon it he and his wife, who was Lolita Armour, 
established a beautiful Hacienda and named it “Juan y Lolita.” 
This young man, John J. Mitchell, scion of one of the great 
banking families of Chicago, soon became a western enthusiast. 
He and a few others, including the famous Western artist, Ed 
Borein, got the idea of reviving the old custom of the early 
ranchero treks through the countryside at certain times of the 
year. A group of about ninety similar thinking men met on 
May 9, 1930 and decided upon a trek, patterned after those in- 
dulged in by the early rancheros. The outfit consisted of three 
stage coaches, a covered wagon to haul the bedding and a 
chuck wagon for supplying and preparing the food. The men’s 
attire was of the vintage of the early Caballero, a custom 
which still prevails in this organization. The first ride was to 
Mattei’s Tavern in the Santa Ynez Valley. The trek was in 
charge of Jack Mitchell and consisted of such notable figures 
as Sam Stanwood, Dwight Murphy, Ed Borein, Jim Ricard, 
Max Fleischman, and a number of other well known men of 
the West. 

On the third day of the first ride the party halted at Jack 
Mitchell’s beautiful Juan y Lolita ranch where the organization, 
which is known as “Los Rancheros”, was formally organized 
with Jack Mitchell as its first president, an office which he

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held for many subsequent years. And his ranch Juan y Lolita 
has been the headquarters for the Ranchero Visitadores ever 
since that first meeting there. 


To appreciate the magnitude and the splendor of this 
organization, one should witness their first meeting at the 
beginning of every ride which usually takes place the first 
week in May, at the old Santa Ines Mission where a colorful 
program, depicting the early days, is staged and the Rancheros 
receive the blessing of the Padres. And this same thing occurs 
at the end of the trek a week later when a similar visit is 
made to the “Queen of the Missions” at Santa Barbara. 


This colorful organization, which started out with ninety 
members, now has over one thousand members. It is strictly 
a man’s organization and a membership in it is highly prized 


and the requirements for attaining one are exacting. Despite 
this, the last ride which took place in May of this year num- 
bered one thousand members, most of them on horseback. 
Some of the older men and those unable to ride a horse for 
other reasons, occupy the several stage coaches and other 
horse drawn vehicles which accompany the riders. 


This is not a strictly local organization although many of 
its members come from this part of the country. The majority 
are from distant places, from all over the world, most of them 
distinguished in their own line, some of them world famous. 


It is not difficult to imagine the thrilling scenes of the 
early California ranch days when this group, in the colorful at- 
tire of the Rancheros of old, again ride over the scenic trails 
of their predecessors who made the West’s earliest history.

middle. Speaking on the commercial 
side, you should raise an animal that is 
ready to slaughter at around 950 to 1050 
pounds because there is where you are 
going to get your ideal carcass. It is a 
matter of getting an animal to mature 
early enough and still have that weight 
so you can get a 600 pound carcass. 


The commercial man that is weaning 
calves and selling them by the pound 
wants a bull that’s going to sire the kind 
of calves, out of his commercial cows, 
that are going to give him as much 
weight as possible at weaning time. You 
can’t deny his point of view of trying 
to get them as big as possible, because 
he ig still selling them by the pound. 
However the sires that he figures on 
might not be the same kind of cattle that 
are going to slaughter at 950 to 1050 
pounds. In other words it might have 
to go somewhat longer than that to reach 
what we call a slaughter maturity. 

Taylor: At what age should a com- 
mercial or registered breeder select his 
herd sire? 


Lewis Pierce: I’ve heard experienced 
people say that if you market your crop 
as calves, roughly in the 400 pound 
range, you should select your herd bulls 
as calves. I don’t know if this is the best 
idea, but most range people buy their 
bulls as junior yearlings and largely in 
the late fall, winter and early spring and 
the calves are just not too available un- 
less you go to the farm and find them. 
It’s my opinion that you know a little 
more about your bull, more about his 
eventual conformation, when he’s 18 or 
20 months old than you do when he’s 
freshly off a good cow. 


Dale Bly: Mr. Pierce touched on the 
point that if you were going into the 
herd sire caliber, not a range bull, you 
would certainly want to think about the 
milking quality of the sire’s dam. You 
probably should be concerned directly 
with your calving weights or your wean- 
ing weights because you'll be putting 
some of the heifers back into your herd 
and that milking end is going to pay off 
a terrific amount. 


Taylor: In selection we must remem- 
ber that the breeding or inheritance of 
a calf can give him only potential great- 
ness. Once he’s dropped it’s up to feed- 
ing and management to develop him. I 
would like for Les Ljungdahl to discuss 
the development, exercise, management 
and ete. concerned with the development 
of their young bulls on Essar Ranch. 


Les Ljungdahl: We feel that the de- 
velopment of our young bull prospects is 
one of the most important parts of our 
breeding program, The usefulness of 


the bulls, how well they get over the 
country and their fertility, depends a 
great deal on how they are handled from 
weaning time until they are ready to 
service. This would vary greatly depend- 
ing upon the conditions operated under, 
the kind of country and the particular 
type of operation. 


A successful operation, that we em- 
ploy, involves taking the calves off the 
cows and putting them on either oat 
pasture or sudan pasture, depending on 
the time of year. There is nothing any 
better for young or older cattle than 
natural green feed and fortunately we 
can green-feed the majority of the year. 
The size of the groups of bulls depends 
upon the particular pasture they will be 
on and the particular set of bulls. We 
try to sort the bulls according to what 
they look like as prospects. We feel 
that the general overall handling of all 
our bulls should be very similar. The 
main variation that we make is the a- 
mount of grain that we put into them. 


They have to be handled in an econom- 
ic way because the Angus business 
should be a profitable one, and naturally 
the amount that you spend in the de- 
velopment of a good prospect or a bull 
that will be sold to a cross breeding 
program should be quite different. The 
conditions they will run under afterwards 
are usually quite different. We feed 
them enough so they grow and develop 
good, but we feel that they should also 
have lots of exercise. 


There is a reason for running them 
in groups and on pastures. The exercise 
develops a_ better constitution which 
helps fertility. Our feed rations vary at 
that point. We control the amount of 
grain intake on the different groups by 
the amount of hay that we mix with this 
grain. We feel that five pounds of grain 
will develop a bull very well on good pas- 
ture. They always like some hay along 
with green feed, so their intake is con- 
trolled in that manner. On our breeding 
bulls we cut down the hay and use a 
higher percentage of grain and they go 
ahead and develop in that way. 


It depends on the season the calf or 
bull prospect is to be sold as to how long 
we leave them on grass. We feel that 
just prior to the time that they are to be 
sold, we should check them for their rate 
of gain. At that time we start them on 
green chopping and use it in the place 
of pasture for the bulk feed. This is 
when the biggest variation in the amount 
of grain is used. In most of our range 
bull prospects we figure 10 pounds of 
grain is all they need and on that ration 
we have had gains up to 3.1 pounds a 
day. On some of our better prospects we 
give up to 15 pounds of grain a day 
which we feel will get them as fat as

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they should be to go out and go right 
to work. 

Taylor: Mr. Pierce, would you com- 
ment on Les’s plan and explain how it 
differs from your operation in northern 
Illinois ? 

Pierce: Our bull ration, from the time 
they are 10 months old up until the time 
they are sold at about 20 months, prac- 
tically the year round consists of half 
ground ear corn with the cob left in. The 
56 pounds of corn with about 14-16 
poundg of cob is all ground in one oper- 
ation. We leave the cob in to give a 
little more bulk, and possibly it would 
make it a little easier for an amateur 
to feed because he isn’t apt to overfeed. 
The other half of the ration is whole 
oats. In the early or late fall we’ll start 
in with a little linseed meal. 

I can tell you that you can produce 
bulls and condition them sufficiently 
without harming them that way. We 
have hardly any cases of founder, bad 
unkles, bad hocks or any evidence of 
overfeeding. 

I don’t believe you can stress exercise 
too much. We put them out in a large 
exercise pasture at night, from spring 
until late November or early December. 
When the weather is too bad, we make 
sure they go out the first thing in the 
morning after they’ve eaten. 

Of course our responsibility does not 
end the day the bull is sold. The thing 
we are concerned about, is will he be 
satisfactory to the buyer. There is no 
better customer than a satisfied one. 

Question: Les, when you are feeding 
15 pounds of grain, is it fed free choice? 

Ljungdahl: We give them all the green 
chop they will eat. And varying the 
amounts, if it’s 15 pounds they’re fed 15 
pounds which they will readily eat and 
more where they are getting green chop. 
They also have free choice of hay in the 
manger which they eat a nominal amount 
of when they are getting that much 
grain. 

Question: Mr, Pierce, would you ex- 
plain the plan of management you have 
and which you recommend. Also, would 
you feel pretty safe in subjecting bulls 
handled that way to a semen test and 
have you had experience on that? 

Lew Pierce: All the sale bulls at Den- 
ver a year ago last January were semen 
tested and I would say our ration was 
well vindicated with the test. All the 
bulls we had there passed a good semen 
test. I think that with good care and 
exercise, you can feed very substantial 
amounts of a properly mixed ration. It’s 
almost impossible to feed them too much. 
I think you can feed them all they want 
for indefinite periods if the ration and 
exercise is right. 

Question: Les, how many bulls do you 
run in one group? 


Ljungdahl: Once again it depends on 
what stage they are in. As calves off 
the cows, we'll run our better bulls in 
groups of 20 to 30 depending on the pas- 
ture condition. Our range bulls we run 
up to 60 to 70 in a group. Also, depend- 
ing on the size of the pasture we have at 
the time. We feel that in groups they 
do more tussling around and develop 
better. 

Question: Les, would you agree that 
the size of the group depended upon, not 
just making the bulls do better, but also 
in getting them in uniform size groups 
so they will look better to the prospective 
customers ? 

Ljungdahl: Yes, I would agree that 
they do better and they also look better 
for sale purposes. 

Question: Has anyone had experience 
in semen testing a bull at home, then 
hauling him a distance of 500 miles and 
having him tested again at the sale? 

Bly: Our experience hasn’t involved 
that great a distance, but we do find 
that in moving bulls you will get a dif- 
ference in reading. Some might not show 
at all or on others the index will be be- 
low or above normal. There definitely 
can be a difference. 

Question: Mr. Pierce, would you com- 
ment on that since your market place 
has been Denver for the last few years? 


Pierce: The total test at Denver, while 
not 100 per cent, I thought was remark- 
ably good for so many bulls coming from 
so many states. I know that in moving 
an older bull, he will sometimes be sterile 
for 60 to 90 days or even six months. 
For junior, senior, and summer yearlings, 
I think that after 48 hours rest, with 
plenty of feed and water that you could 
consider testing him. That is if they 
didn’t have too rough a trip. 

Question: Can there be a clear cut 
definition of the term middle-of-the-road 
bull until there is a standardization in 
type of our cow herd? 


Leachman: I think the definition of 
the middle-of-the-road bull, first of all 
for size would be a bull of maturity and 
breeding condition that would weigh 1800 
to 1850 peunds. I don’t think we need 
to have the cow herd standardized before 
we can make that a clear cut pattern. I 
think it means no extremes. He’s neither 
too short or too long, or that sort of 
thing. 

Question: Will the use of this ideal 
type bull be the quickest route to a 
standardized cow herd? 


Bly: I'd go along with the middle-of- 
the-road idea myself. I think it would 
give you a greater uniformity to come 
along gradually. It’s important to keep 
the buyers in mind and watch what they 
want and try to have something that 
meets their demands. The selling price

of the top bulls should give you a good 
clue. 

Question: Will selection of bulls with 
heavy birth weights tend to cause us 
to produce heavier calves at birth and 
lose the great advantage of the Angus 
breed with respect to ease of calving? 

Ljungdahl: I think that the ease of 
calving is more from the kind of cattle 
that we are breeding than it is from the 
size of the calf. I feel that the bone 
structure of the calf is the thing that 
causes most of the calving trouble. In 
Angus, if we stay with the shape and the 
desirable parts that we’ve had for so 
many years I don’t think that it’s going 
to make too much difference in calving 
if they are a little bigger. I think we 
can get them too big, but I don’t think 
we need to worry about them getting 
too big at birth as long as we stay with 
the right kind of Angus cattle. 

Question: Do we wish to standardize 
the size of cow herds or just the type? 

Verdugo: In talking about the size are 
we referring to how tall this animal is 
or how much he weighs? I maintain 
that as long as an animal is sound it 
doesn’t necessarily have to be long 
legged to get over a lot of country. I 
think that it’s the end weight you wind 
up with that’s the important part of this 
picture. I don’t think that you’re going 
to have to have bigger cattle one place 
than you do another. You're still going 
to wind up with the end product being 
about the same. 

Question: Dale, what has been your 
experience in selling less than service- 
able age bulls to the commercial man in 
your area in Washington? 

Bly: My experience has been that if 
you sell less than service age bulls; 
particularly for a lot of crossbreed work, 
sometimes your bulls will be abused and 
never brought back into shape again. 
I make it a practice of knowing where 
my younger bulls are going. 

I'd like to encourage the commercial 
men to buy their bulls at least a half 
season off so they could climatize and 
semen test them and get their bulls in 
order. We’re getting so in our country 
that they’re using about 25 per cent more 
bulls than they were a while back and 
only using them for 60 days. 

Question: What should be the attitude 
of a commercial man toward selling the 
top commercial calves as bulls out of 
his top commercial herd ? 

Pierce: I think that if it spread people 
might be buying bulls from commercial 
herds that looked all right, but might 
have had a lot of dairy blood in them 
three generations back. I would say by 
all means stick to the registered bull 
from a registered herd for no more rea- 
son than the guarantee of the long an- 
cestry of purebred breeding. 


Ljungdahl: The question can best be 
answered by the fact that the herds 
that have the greatest reputation of pro- 
ducing feeder calves are up in the sand- 
hills. In that country you could no more 
get one of those boys to use one of the 
bulls that they raised on the place than 
anything. They know that they have 
good cattle that feed out good, but how 
did they get them. By just being as 
particular as the dickens about the bull 
they used.

over to a tour of part of the 42,000 acres 
comprising the KerMac Angus empire. 
Some 3,000 acres of cleared bottom land, 
leveled for surface irrigation in dry 
spells, was seen. Here cotton, as well as 
small grain and alfalfa, are produced. 
First cutting alfalfa goes into silage. On 
some hay ground the crop is put up into 
round bales and left in the field for the 
cows to get in the winter. 

At the opening of the morning session 
June 7 Senator Kerr announced to the 
crowd present that Dr. Paul Keesee had 
just been taken into a partnership in 
KerMac Angus Ranch. 

Glen Bratcher, head of the animal hus- 
bandry department at Oklahoma State, 
was the first morning speaker and his 
subject “Survival of the Pure Bred 
Breeder” provided much material for 
thought. Glen said that commercial cat- 
tle production in Oklahoma had increased 
300 per cent since 1930. However, there 
has been no comparable growth in the 
purebred herds to supply the bulls for 
the commercial man. For the 1,200,000 
commercial cows in the state, Oklahoma 
breeders are supplying only a percentage 
of the yearly requirements of 10,000 re- 
placement bulls. 

He pointed out that purebred breeders 
have not paid enough attention to the 
needs of the top feeder calf producer. 
The Oklahoman expects great changes in 
the cattle business in the next 25 years 
and one of the demands that must be 
met is that of performance records. “Cat- 
tlemen today are performance minded. In 
the coming years the purebred man will 
be called on for more information than 
is contained in a mere pedigree.” How- 
ever, he warned that weight emphasis 
alone could mean the downfall of the 
cattle business. In the years ahead 
quality will be most important with the 
red meat on the animal of vital impor- 
tance. “Unfortunately we do not have as 
yet a tool to measure carcass quality on 
the hoof.” 

One of the interesting sessions was the 
demonstration of feeder calf grades. 
Participating in this event was the 
veteran Iowa feeder, John Mommsen of 
Miles, Towa, an 8-times International car

lot winner. With him was his son, Waldo, 
who has contracted the KerMac calves 
for 1958 at 34 cents a pound; Jimmie 
Hales, a livestock commission man on the 
Ft. Smith market and Mutt Meeks, sale 
barn operator at Wister, Oklahoma. 


A large part of the morning session 
was given over to the all-important 
subject of bulls—-their worth in produc- 
ing top feeder calves; developing bulls 
for the commercial trade; and planned 
matings for uniform progeny. A lot of 
excellent young bull calves were run 
through the alleys for the appraisal of 
visitors. Sons of two sires attracted a 
lot of attention—those by Prince Sun- 
beam 97lst and those of Highland Mar- 
shall. The panel on matings consisted of 
two well known Hereford breeders—Jim 
McClelland of Turner Ranch, Sulphur, 
Oklahoma, and Orville DeWall of Parker 
Ranch, Chelsea, Oklahoma; assisted by 
Sam C. Fullerton, Jr., of Sunbeam Farms, 
Miami, Oklahoma.

shoulder” has been a judging point em- 
phasized for many years. The New York 
butcher-breeder points out that the neck 
and shoulder will blend when the animal 
is overly fat. In an animal in prime 
killing condition, without an excess of 
fat, the shoulder and neck line should be 
apparent. 

As a breeder, a steer feeder, and a 
butcher Erwin Baerenfaenger decries the 
excess fat that is put on breeding cattle 
for show and sale, and steers fed for 
show competition. “Why waste the feed 
to put on this tallow which must be 
trimmed away at a big loss when a prime 
Angus carcass can be produced with an 
outside fat covering of three-fourths of 
an inch and good marbling in the lean?” 

Red meat steers, he has found, are due 
75 per cent to the influence of the sire. 
Red meat—the big rib eye of lean—is 
bred-in, not fed on. Also bred-in in the 
Angus beast is his tendency to marble 
fat with lean—even without an excess 
of external fat and an excess of corn 
feeding. 


How does the New York breeder detect 
“red meat” cattle on the hoof? The 
amount of loin muscling he has found 
from many years of work with beef 
carcasses is in direct proportion to the 
depth, and the width, of the vertebra. 
This is the framework that carries the 
red meat. “In a small calf the depth of 
vertebra can oftentimes be detected 
quite easily. On an older animal, es- 
pecially one with some fat covering, the 
indication you look for is a recessed tail 
head. With a deep vertebra it is the 
only way the tail can be attached.” 


The sire of the good steer at the Wal- 
dorf, and the steer that graded prime 
with 3-months feeding at Cornell, is Ei- 
leenmere 1174th, a son of Eileenmere 
1050th. He was selected on the basis 
of his indication of carrying a lot of red 
meat—that deep vertebra previously 
mentioned. A son, Rex Eileenmere, also 
is being used. Mr. Baerenfaenger said 
that Eileenmere 1174th was weighed off 
pasture, after running with a big bunch 
of cows, and tipped the scale at 1,668 
pounds—“not an ounce of fat, but a lot 
of muscling, and he still looked good.” 


Following the session in the butcher 
shop those present went to a private 
dining room of the Waldorf where steaks 
from the “red meat” steer were served. 
While the host stated that the meat 
should have had more age for maximum 
tenderness those wielding forks could 
find nothing wrong with it. 

The matter of a prime carcass without 
an excess of fat to be trimmed is of vital 
importance in the meat trade. Georges

said that carcasses they were getting, 
and after trimming off the extra fat, 
were costing the hotel $4.50 per steak 
as they went to the broiler. “Steaks like 
we saw downstairs, and now are eating, 
would be ideal”. Another steak specialist 
voicing much the same opinion was Mark 
Warfer, eastern beef buyer for the 
Hilton Hotels. “The trim, figuring the 
labor involved and its disposal, is a prob- 
lem. The tallow isn’t worth anything— 
possibly a cent a pound—and you have 
pair a very high price for it in buying 
the quarter of beef.” 


C. J. Sullivan, vice president of Wilson 
& Company, and Miss Berger, Wilson 
home economist, expressed the opinion 
that the steaks shown by Mr. Baeren- 
faenger would present a great beef sell- 
ing point in packaged form. “Their 
marbling is ideal and shows up very 
well. You can even see distinct marbl- 
ing in the lean meat in the brisket”. 
It was pointed out that a growing trend 
in beef merchandising is pre-packaged 
meats. Here Angus beef would show up 
unusually well, and would be popular 
with the packer-packager if it would 
grade high without waste fat. It was 
also mentioned around the table that the 
American housewife is becoming more 
and more “anti-fat” conscious. Meat 
type swine and billions of pound of poul- 
try offer a challenge to over-fat beef. 
While beef consumption is high it is a 
market that faces terrific competition 
from other protein foods. 


An innocent little news comment 
started quite a chain reaction. It is to 
be hoped that the Angus quest for more 
red meat on our cattle does not end on 
this page. It is a challenge to breeders 
and feeders everywhere.

Southampton, England’s largest port on 
the English Channel and anchor for 
ships, particularly passenger ships, from 
the Seven Seas is but 12 miles south of 
Little Dean, and 10 miles to the east is 
the historic town of Winchester, one of 
England’s most interesting tourist at- 
tractions and whose namesake is our own 
Winchester, Virginia. London is 60 
miles to the northeast. 


In his early days as a landowner, 
Brigadier Kewley was an enthusiastic 
sportsman and maintained a successful 
racing stable, training his horses on the 
downs above the house at Little Dean. 
Perhaps the best known racer in his sta- 
ble was St. Oswald, bought in 1930 who 
ran a very close second to the noted Dis- 
armament in the Cambridgeshire the fol- 
lowing year. The stable included six or 
eight other good ones that won races in- 
cluding Grand Rounds, Vimy Ridge, and 
The Tweed. His keenness as a horse- 
man was recognized when he became 
Field Master of the Hursley Hunt and 
later Joint Master of the Hunt. 


Speaking of sports, Scotland has an 
important claim on his time during the 
summer and autumn seasons, for every 
year he goes north for the grouse shoot- 
ing season. He also has a farm on Spey- 
side, in Inverness-shire, which, for many 
years was the home of the select herd of 
the late Unwin Macrae but which now, 
under the ownership of Brigadier Kew- 
ley, carries a stock of commercial Angus 
cows and Blackface sheep and, incidental- 
ly, provides excellent fishing and grouse 
shooting.

A double-grandson of Eugenexor made 
history in America. He was Juryman of 
Wickwire who was bred at Mulben, im- 
ported in dam, and served 12 years in the 
Wye Plantation at Queenstown, Mary- 
land where he left 99 daughters in the 
herd. Every cow in the present day 
Wye Plantation herd carries the name of 
Juryman at least once, and hence the 
name of Eugenexor at least twice. 

To follow Eugenexor, Little Dean had 
the rare good fortune to come up with 
Romiseron of Dalmeny. He was pur- 
chased in the 1944 sale at Perth for 1600 
gs., a sizable cost in those days. Romis- 
eron was a wonderful sire, especially of 
females, and it is doubted if there has 
ever been a group of cows by one bull 
in the British Isles or anywhere else, 
good enough to shame the group of his 
daughters in the Little Dean herd when 
they were in their prime. Romiseron was 
sired by the Kerr-bred Baron Brahma, a 
Perth Reserve Champion. The dam of 
Romiseron was the Ballindalloch Ruth 
cow Romisia of Dalmeny, she by Jerkin 
of Bleaton. 

With the purchase of the entire Logie 
herd, there was included the stock bull 
of that herd—Kinsman of Auchterarder. 
He was a Ballindalloch Kindness Pride, a 
K. Pride, whose dam Kinella of Ballin- 
dalloch was a full sister to the noted 
Kinellen. Kinsman of Auchterarder was 
a grand looker, smooth as a piece of 
glass and as straight on top as a mason’s 
chalk line! He sired well at Little Dean. 
His 1951 son, Even Keel of Little Dean 
went to Sir Ewen Macpherson-Grant in 
the 1952 Perth Sale at 2200 gs. for use 
in the old Ballindalloch herd. He is still 
there at this writing. Several sons of 
Even Keel of Little Dean have come to 
America and his daughters, retained in 
the Ballindalloch herd, are very attract- 
ive and good producers. In the same 
crop at Little Dean in 1951 with Even 
Keel, was Gallant of Little Dean, one of 
the best bulls Brigadier Kewley ever 
produced. He was another by Kinsman 
of Auchterarder and from a dam by 
Romiseron.

12500 gs. Although he had not been 
high in the previous day’s judging, Erin- 
daie of Broadleys was fancied by hosts of 
breeders and at least a dozen breeders 
were contending for him in the auction. 
He is by Ellubon of Kilham who is ap- 
parently one of Scotland’s oncoming 
great young sires. Brigadier Kewley 
naturally has high hopes for Erindale 
and right he should, as there is certainly 
a fashionable group of females in his 
court at Little Dean. 

A private herd catalog is issued every 
two or three years. There are 62 females 
listed in the 1958 catalog and over fifty 
of them have been bred at Little Dean.

when it is handy to hunt up a quiet inn 
and relax over a cup of tea. Paren- 
thetically, it should be stated that the 
British nowadays really use more coffee 
than tea for such ceremonies! Anyway, 
my driver and I went into the inn. The 
main room was furnished with six or 
eight small, neat tables. We settled into 
a couple of chairs at the table nearest 
the fireplace whose mantle piece and 
above was appropriately decorated with 
a few choice specimens of antique sabres 
and dueling pistols. My eyes fell on an 
old map hanging on the wall at the end 
of the room and I waiked over to have a 
look at it while my coffee cooled. There 
was no date on it but it was a map of 
the local area and evidently an old one. 
It gave the ancient name of the area as 
the “Hundred of King’s Somborne” and 
showed it to consist of 9 parishes. 
Kenned with this bit of local infor- 
mation and the time being up, I pro- 
ceeded to keep my appointment with 
Brigadier Kewley. We drove slowly up 
the winding driveway and as the car 
came to a stop in front of Little Dean 
House, I stepped from the car. Standing 
in the entrance doorway, and waiting, 
stood Brigadier Kewley. He spoke first, 
“Mr. Clark, I am Kewley.” I replied, “It is 
good to know you, Sir, and a pleasure to 
set foot on King’s Somborne Hundred.” 


Brigadier Kewley looked stunned. He 
was completely speechless for a second 
and could not have looked more puzzled 
if my remark had meant separating him 
from the deeds and titles to his lands! 
After a brief moment, Brigadier Kewley 
spoke, asking “What the devil do you 
know about King’s Somborne Hundred ?” 
Then, I told him about my stopping at 
the old inn in the village and seeing the 
old map. I think we both derived a bit 
of amusement from the incident of our 
first meeting! 

Subsequently, Brigadier Kewley, 
through his friend, the Vicar of King’s 
Somborne, sent me some very interesting 
notes taken from the Victorian History 
of Hampshire, kept among the County 
Records in Winchester. In the Chambers 
Twentieth Century Dictionary, one defi- 
nition of “Hundred” reads “A Division 
of a County in England originally sup- 
posed to contain a hundred families”. It 
is supposed such a District might cor- 
respond to our precincts here in Mary- 
land or to a County Township in one of 
our western states. 

One bit of information struck me very 
forcibly. Perhaps it is worth passing on. 
It seems that the taxes in the earliest 
days of King’s Somborne Hundred were 
paid in cattle hides. In the time of Ed- 
ward the Confessor (1004-1066. It was 
he who rebuilt Westminster Abbey), the 
taxes of King’s Somborne Hundred were 
99% hides. (There is nothing in the 
records to indicate what became of that

SMITHFIELD, VIRGINIA 
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It's Easier To Raise “Them 
Indiana Herd Started With Calf Club Production 


In this new era in the Angus business 
an increasing number of herds that are 
coming to the front are being ramrodded 
by young breeders who got their initial 
cattle experience as youngsters in club 
work, For instance, Woebbeking Stock 
Farms at Woodburn, in northeastern In- 
diana. 


Actually the set-up 
Woebbeking Brothers—Roger, the eldest; 
Max, Sam and Stanley. Through the 
years the name Woebbeking has been 
associated with a carload or more of first 
prize and championship steers shown lo- 
cally and in state and interstate compe- 
tition. The last three years at the In- 
diana State Fair the grand champion 
steers have been the right color and bred 
and fed by the Woebbekings. At the 
1957 International the reserve grand 
champion carcass steer was bred and fed 
by the Indiana brothers. That he dressed 
68.1 per cent against 62.1 for his cross- 
bred rival that was given the purple is 
an indication of the kind of cattle pro- 
duced, and the kind of feeding job done. 


The brothers had a natural start in the 
cattle business for their father, Herman 
Woebbeking, is an order buyer on the 
Fort Wayne market. When Roger came 
of club age the family moved to the 
country. At first starting with pur- 
chased steers, and a good one is sstill 
bought now and then, a shift was made 
to a few Angus cows and the production 


could be called 
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of their own steers. “We found out 
rather early that with the right kind of 
bull, and good cows, it was easier to raise 
winning steer calves than it was to buy 
them. With due respect to the top com- 
mercial calves available a championship 
calf in fast competition usually requires 
a little more in breeding than you can 
pick out of a load or two of commercial 
calves.” 

So, like Topsy, the Woebbeking Angus 
herd started growing as more of the 
brothers got into steer competition. To- 
day it numbers 150 females on 300 acres 
of fertile Indiana land. Top steers are 
still produced. We saw one young fellow 
being pointed for the International that 
was an eyecatcher. The herd now is 
large enough and the quality built up to 
the point where bulls and females are 
being produced for registered herds. Of- 
ferings in consignment sales have sold 
very well. 

The growth of the herd to its present 
150 head status has been on a “pay-as- 
you-go” basis with steer feeding supply- 
ing the money to lay in foundation cows. 
As one might expect from the experience 
gained in producing prime beef the cows 
bought look the part of top Angus beef 
matrons. For the most part they have 
not paid high prices, “although we did 
stretch the budget a few times to get 
something we especially liked,” Roger 
Woebbeking explains. “And without ex- 


ception these better cows, that cost the 
most money, have made the most money 
for us.” 


Anyone who wants to pooh-pooh the 
family end of the Angus business as 
being impractical can get a fast argu- 
ment from the Woebbeking boys. It is 
true that they bought their “family” 
cows on the basis of individual merit, 
plus good bulls close up rather on the 
basis of rarity, or popular family name 
alone. But as Roger Woebbeking sees it 
there is a definite reason why these cows 
are the best producers in the herd. Most 
of our good families, he figures, come 
from strains that have made money in 
good herds. In strong hands they have 
been mated with good bulls, and their 
daughters and granddaughters, in turn, 
have been mated to better bulls. “The 
result is a strain of cows that will pro- 
duce. We have Blackcaps and Black- 
birds that look as good, individually, as 
some of our family cows. But they 
don’t produce as well.”

Actually it is a good thing for the 
business that the formula is flexible. 
Otherwise those of us with good $300 
to $500 cows and a decent bull would 
have no chance of getting anywhere; 
the man with a million dollar herd and 
an IBM machine would produce all of 
the champions. 


We came on the Old Skeptic in the 
driveway of the corn crib, his hands 
stained with lampblack and the air 
redolent with the scent of hair oil.

Two hundred twenty-five acres are sod- 
ded to midland and native Bermuda, one 
of the strongest grasses in this part of 
the country, In the spring of 1957 four- 
teen acres were seeded to Southland 
Brome, a grass developed by Oklahoma 
State University. This grass really should 
be planted in the fall of the year, but 
seed was unobtainable, so the spring 
planting was made, This spring twenty- 
eight long yearling cattle were pastured 
on these 14 acres for a period of 10 
weeks. They were taken off the first of 
May and later a seed crop was harvested 
which produced 250 pounds per acre. The 

value of this seed was just about equal 
to the price of the land, and the cattle 
had made excellent gains while grazing. 
Southland Brome is a Winter Perennial 
and produces excellent fall and winter 
pasture. 

In the fall of 1957, another 28 acres 
3 pounds 
Southland Brome, 8 pounds Alfalfa, and 
one pound of Yellow Hop Clover to the

acre. This spring a heavy hay crop (91 
tons) was harvested and the pasture 
looks today as if it will supply all the 
necessary feed for the fall grazing sea- 
son. Of course the Brome will also fur- 
nish plenty of winter grazing. More land 
is now being prepared for seeding with 
this “Wonder Grass” of the Southwest. 

In 1952 thirty acres of worn out land, 
which had been farmed for more than 40 
years were purchased. This was fertilized, 
limed; spread with phosphate and potash, 
and planted with a mixture of Rye, Bar- 
ley, and Vetch. After pasturing the fol- 
lowing year, 10 bushels of seed per acre 
was harvested. The second year, follow- 
ing the same procedure, this land pro- 
duced 30 bushel per acre after pastur- 
ing; the third year 40 bushel, and this 
year the some land produced 50 bushel 
of oats per acre and also a heavy Vetch 
crop. Pasture, and all land improvement, 
certainly is necessary for the production 
of any kind of livestock. 

On Rainbow Valley today are 107 
Brood Cows. These represent the best 
Ray and Bruce Polston have been able 
to produce or buy. The herd has been 
culled very closely year after year, and 
a top commercial herd was maintained 
until 1956. All the popular bloodlines are 
represented and also popular families 
which have made outstanding production 
records have been kept in the herd. On 
January 9, 1958, Rainbow Valley con- 
signed twelve head of females to the first 
“Tulsa Classic” sale. These, for the most 
part were young open heifers and aver- 
aged $902 per head. All females are be- 
ing retained in the herd this year. 

Ray Polston has given a great deal of 
thought, spent a lot of time traveling 
and also considerable money in acquiring 
the present herd bull battery at Rainbow 
Valley. 

The herd bulls today include Royal Ei- 
leenmere. Both the top and bottom lines 
of this bull’s pedigree include the “Won- 
der Bull”, Eileenmere 487. He is con- 
sidered one of the thickest topped, 
heaviest quartered, shortest backed, red 
meated bulls of the breed. He is very 
stylish about the head and front; sets 
correctly on his legs and is just as deep 
and thick through the loin as any bull to 
be found. Some 320 calves are now on the 
ground by him. Bruce will show you the 
heifers first, and I think all would agree 
that he is definitely a great female sire. 
But wait, don’t go away with just that

impression. His sons are really tops. 
Some have been called by visiting cattle- 
men as being “terrific”. Sufficient, cer- 
tainly to say, that today Royal Eileen- 
mere is proving to be a great sire.

The second bull in service is Caroland 
Bandolier Lad 57th.

God created cattle, but it must have 
been the devil who invented the mania 
which many Angus breeders have for 
rare female lines of breeding. I’m sure 
that most everyone has witnessed or even 
experienced the hysteria which some- 
times grips the audience when a heifer 
comes in the sale ring without much to 
recommend her except a rare pedigree. 
I believe that the American Angus As- 
sociation has initiated a program which 
can counteract some of the frenzy we 
have for this and other fads. However, 
how well this program accomplishes this 
objective depends entirely upon its ac- 
ceptance and use by Angus breeders as 
well as tolerance and patience during its 
initial stages. Since it is a new program 
some changes will be necessary as ex- 
perience is gained. 


Type classification is one part of per- 
formance or progeny testing. It is the 
part which measures or rates conform- 
ation or appearance. In the Angus Herd 
Classification program it is an official 
classifier’s estimate of how close each 
individual bull or female in a herd ap- 
proaches the ideal which Angus breeders 
are striving to breed and will be based 
on a score card which the Association has 
developed and adopted. Type classifi- 
sation can make pedigrees much more 
valuable than they are at present. To 
understand and make the best use of 
classification, breeders should know the 
score card and the point breakdown for 
general appearance, beef character and 
breeding qualities and the things which 
are considered under each of these main 
headings, This can be accomplished by 


studying the score card as it is finally 
adopted by the Association. 


What Does Type Classification 
Have to Offer? 

I believe type classification combined 
with other measures of performance has 
more to offer to a greater percentage 
of the Angus breeders for the improve- 
ment and merchandising of Angus cattle 
than anything which has been offered to 
breeders of any breed of cattle for many 
years. Angus breeders have developed 
an outstanding breed of beef cattle. How- 
ever, even though an outstanding job has 
been done, competition usually requires 
continued improvement. No breed can 
afford to stand still. 

Is it possible that, in general, Angus 
breeders might be criticized for the fol- 
lowing three things: 

1. Acceptance and use of retouched 
photographs which make all cattle look 
alike and excellent? 

2. The fad for rare female families? 

3. Too much emphasis on a very few 
individuals—for example—International 
Grand Champions? 

Photographs as taken and remade to- 
day are absolutely valueless in telling 
much about the animal pictured. Anyone 
basing a purchase on one of these pic- 
tures will usually be very disappointed 
when he sees the animal, However, the 
practice of hand making these photos 
has become so widespread that few, if 
any, breeders are misled by the decep- 
tion. They are a valueless expense. 

A rare pedigree neither guarantees nor 
even denotes anything concerning the 
type or beef producing ability of an indi-

However, in some 
respects, I think it has also done some 
harm. Would dwarfism have been less 
common if there had not been quite so 
much emphasis on a few individuals? The 
classification program should help locate 
outstanding cattle which never get to 
shows but which are just as good as the 
champions. Classification should broaden 
the base on which the Angus breed is 
built, 

The value of official type classifi- 
cation can be placed in two categories: 
First, what it can do for the breed in im- 
proving Angus cattle and second, what 


f it can do for the breeder. Type classifi- 
E cation can help in breed improvement in 
5 the following five ways. 

1. Recognize officially animals of su- 


perior type and thus indirectly help e- 
liminate inferior cattle. Locating and 
officially recognizing outstanding cattle 
which may not have been shown should 
help take some of the emphasis off the 
relatively few show winners. 

It will help identify individuals 
which transmit desirable type to their 
offspring and give official recognition to 
them. Actual numerical values will be 
available so that offspring scores can be 
averaged and those averages used for 


comparisons. 
3. It will place on record in an official 
manner an evaluation of each individual

able to keep all such evaluations of indi- 
vidual cattle in their herd in their mind. 
It may be possible to accomplish this to 
some extent in small herds, but it is 
absolutely impossible in larger herds. No 
one is able to file in his mind scores for 
all of the offspring of very many cows 
and bulls. It is much more likely he will 
remember only the more startling or un- 
usual cases and thereby cause unsound 
decisions in selection. 

4. Type classification will help take 
some of the emphasis off females lines 
and thus permit more attention to type 
and other traits of economic importance 
to the beef industry. 

5. If used correctly type classification 
can show you where your herd is strong 
and where it needs help. 


How Will Classification Help the Breeder 


The breeder is interested in the profit 
he can make with his cattle so as to 
provide the kind of living his family 
deserves and wants, Profit is partially 
determined by the merchandising job 
that is done. The merchandising battle 
is half won if the breeder has superior 
cattle. If this program helps improve 
his cattle it is helping merchandise them. 
In addition to this it will help him pre- 
sent the facts about his herd, whether 
prospective buyers are at his farm or 
at a consignment sale miles away. Type

Orin James, Jr., drove out an impres- 
sive lineup of older heifers being fitted 
for the 1958 shows.

Each animal will be at purchaser’s risk as soon as sold; but it shall be the obligation of the consignor to 
see that his animals are fed and cared for, free of charge to purchaser, until delivery to him or until the 
expiration of 48 hours after the sale, whichever occurs sooner. 


A certificate of registry and transfer will be furnished for each animal sold. 


All cattle have been tested for T. B. and Bang’s disease within 30 days of sale date, and tests have been 
made by a federally accredited veterinarian, and the blood samples have been tested by the tube method 
at a state or federally accredited laboratory. A certificate of vaccination will be furnished for all cattle 
which have been vaccinated for Bang’s disease and do not show a completely negative reaction. 


Breeding dates will be supplied on date of sale. Any changes from information of any kind in the catalog 
will be announced from the auction box and these will take precedence. 


Breeding guarantee, All animals sold are guaranteed to be breeders. Al! females shall be sold either as
